eas and the industry, then the Reporter wishes 
ister its hearty approval of the change. If the 
ange in name, however, is not truly emblematic of 
t interests of the members, and will not be 
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tenducive to the welfare and growth of the associa- 
tion and of the industry, then the Reporter sees no 
need for a change and concurs with the opinion ex- 
pressed by the minority report. 

Setting aside all feelings of sentiment, the Re- 
porter believes that the suggestion that the name 
should be changed is warranted. It is indicative that 
the progressive element in the association is thinking 
constructively and looking ahead, as did the pro- 
gressive element in 1897. Many of the original 
cotton-oil mills no longer confine themselves to the 
crushing of cottonseed. In recent years they have 
extended their facilities until now they crush also 
soya beans, copra, peanuts and other oil-bearing 
seeds and nuts. The old name, therefore, is no longer 
comprehensive enough. Rather, the reverse is true. 
The suggestion, therefore, betokens a healthy point 
of view, a point of view engendered by the recogni- 
tion of the need for change and expansion in an age 
when to stand still and rely on tradition is equivalent 
to going backward. With such a point of view the 
Reporter cannot justifiably take issue. 


The present association is national in its scope. 
Although the mills are confined generally to the 
South, the refinery members and many of the dealer 
members of the association are- located in Northern 
States. Even the West coast finds representation 
among the membership, many of the Oriental vege- 
table oil interests of California having found it 
beneficial to join the ranks. 


As the representative and spokesman of the vege- 
table oil trade of the country, the name Interstate 
Cottonseed Crushers’ Association is now more or 
less of a misnomer. It is too sectarian. A change is 
really needed, and sentimentality should for the 
nonce give way to hard-headed business reasoning. 
If the word “‘Edible’’ in the proposed title of the 
organization is not truly applicable to those members 
of the association who do not produce an edible 
grade of oil, then the Reporter suggests a compro- 
mise. The interests of these members could be con- 
served and the main idea of the reorganization com- 
mittee find consummation if the word “Edible” is 
eliminated from the title, making it read ‘Oil Seed 
Millers’ Association of America” or “Oil Seed 
Crushers’ Association of America.”” Either of these 
titles is broad enough in its scope to embrace all the 
members of the association, present and future, and 
truly reflects the mission of the industry. 


For those who believe that the present association 
will lose its identity under a new name, there is also 
an answer. On the stationery of the association, 
under the new title, can appear a line in smaller let- 
ters reading ‘Formerly Interstate Cottonseed 
Crushers’ Association.”’. This legend can be carried 
on all the publicity and business literature of the 
association until such time as the need for carrying 
the two names no longer exists. 


As for the objections to the proposed method of 
administering the affairs of the association, the Re- 
porter sees no reason why the new plan should not 
be given a trial. If the new machinery prove too 
cumbersome, as has been suggested by the minority, 
then changes can always be made. Theoretically, 
the proposed plan sounds feasible. Practically, it 
must be put to work before any fault can be found. 

Only by consolidation and co-operation can suc- 
cess in any undertaking be achieved. Factional 
groups of all the entities embodied in such an indus- 


‘try as the oil-crushing industry is archaic. Only by 


combining in one large national organization and 
pooling all resources for the good of the entire in- 
dustry is unity of aim and purpose made possible. 

The Reporter believes that by adopting the sug- 
gestion made: herein—to change the name of the 
Interstate Cottonseed Crushers’ Association to either 
the “‘Oil Seed Millers’’ or “Oil Seed Crushers’ As- 
sociation of America,”’ with the legend “Formerly 
Interstate Cottonseed Crushers’ Association” in 
smaller characters—many of the objections now ad- 
vanced by the minority will disappear. With the 
new name will come a new point of view and a 
broader vision. The Reporter trusts that the sug- 
gestion will find favor with those who will attend 
the annual convention next month. Whatever the 
outcome, however, the Reporter is sincere in its wishes

Licensing or Embargo Measures Not Considered 
Likely in Dyestuffs Legislation 
WASHINGTON, April 16, 1920. 


A licensing or embargo system applying to the 
importation of dyestuffs is not considered likely to 
pass the Senate by some well-informed officials in 
Washington. It is said that certain textile inter- 
ests have succeeded in bringing this about. Ac- 
cording to these officials, some of the dye manu- 
facturers overreached themselves in striving for a 
license system, which is considered unnecessary by 
some authorities. Passage of tariff rate increases 


on dyestuffs and of general anti-dumping legisla- 
tion is scheduled in the Senate, according to 
apparently good information.

The total shipments of seed from the Argentine, 
as shown by the’ foregoing tabulation, totaled 
15,097,000 bushels from January 2 to April 9, 
inclusive. Of this quantity the United States re- 
ceived 9,715,000 bushels, or 4,333,000 bushels 
more than the United Kingdom and the continent of 
Europe combined. Some crumb of comfort may be 
derived from the knowledge that this country is get- 
ting a goodly share of the seed moving from Argen- 
tine ports, tales of the tremendous quantities going to 
England to the contrary notwithstanding.

Government Nitrate Surplus 

The Smith resolution, which authorizes the Sec- 
retary of War to dispose of 100,000 tons of the 
government's reserve stock of Chilean nitrate to the 
farmers for fertilizer purposes, is now a law. The 
resolution has passed both Houses. There is thus 
made available a large tonnage of sodium nitrate for 
immediate consumption. This will serve in great 
measure to relieve the shortage of fertilizer in this 
country at the present time, a shortage which is due 
to the lack of shipping and the slides in the Panama 
Canal, which have delayed the arrival of supplies 
from Chile. 

Originally the Smith resolution provided for the 
sale of only 50,000 tons of the Government's re- 
serve stocks, but amendments made to the measure 
in the House of Representatives increased this quan- 
tity to 100,000 tons. The nitrate will be sold for 
cash at the prevailing market price at the time the 
sale is made, to either distributors or consumers, in 
quantities of not less than one ton nor more than 
100 tons to any one purchaser. The resolution, 
furthermore, requires that the names of the pur- 
chasers and the prices at which the sales are made be 
reported by the Secretary of War to Congress not 
later than December 6 next. The proceeds of the 
sales are eventually to be repaid to the proper item 
of the current appropriations originally made for 
the purchase of nitrate by the Government, which is

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BRADSHAW WINS VERDICT OF $4,545 
FROM HOOKER ELECTRO CHEMICAL. CO. 


Suit Was Filed Two Years Ago—Trial Lasted Three Days—Claim 


Was Made by Plaintiff 


for Services Rendered in 


Pierce Acid Manufacture 


After a trial lasting three days before 
justice Erlanger and a jury in the Su- 
preme Court, George B. Bradshaw won a 
yerdict for $4,545, representing the full 
‘mount in his suit against the Hooker 
Electro-Chemical Co., of New York. Mr. 
Bradshaw's suit, filed two years ago, was 


pased on a contract of September 27, 1917, 
with the defendant corporation. 

On that date he made an agreement to 

advise the defendant in the manufacture 
of picric acid from chlorobenzol, placing 
also at its disposal an opportunity to ob- 
serve the process at the plant of the 
American Synthetic Color Co., at Stam- 
ford, Conn. In return for these services 
Mr. Bradshaw said he was to receive 
$5,000 outright and $50 per day together 
with expenses for the time spent with rep- 
resentatives of the defendant in consulta- 
tion. The cost of any work done at the 
Stamford plant was to be borne by the 
defendant and paid to the American Syn- 
thetic Color Co. pursuant to the agree- 
ent. 
i his testimony Mr. Bradshaw 
he was to receive $1,000 at the 
the execution of the contract and the 
balance when the Hooker concern ob- 
tained a contract from the American Gov- 
ernment for picric acid, for which it was 
bidding. The Governmental contract was 
obtained, said Mr. Bradshaw, and de- 
liveries of picric acid were accordingly 
made by the Hooker corporation. 

Mr. Bradshaw said he was paid $1,000 
by the defendant when the contract was 
entered into and later received $250 as 
payment for the time he devoted to the 
representatives of the Hooker concern. He 
also stated that the American Synthetic 
Color Co. collected $489 from the Hooker 
company for work done in connection with

cdaimed by him remained unpaid. His 
suit was for this amount and interest

The Hooker concern acknowledged an 
agreement with Bradshaw but contended 
in its defense that its provisions were 
different from those set forth by the plain- 
tiff in that Bradshaw was to be paid 
$4,000 when the company succeeded in 
getting a contract from the United States 
Government. The defendant denied there 
was any such understanding, either oral 
or in writing.

In a separate defense the Hooker com- 
pany stated that the agreement of Sep- 
tember 27 required Bradshaw to impart 
nformation as to the manufacture of 
pierie acid from chlorobenzol in connec- 
tion with which he was to furnish all in- 
formation in his possession or in the pos- 
session of the American Synthetic Color 
Co. so that the defendant might familiar- 
ize itself with the process. 

Under the agreement Bradshaw 
to lend every possible assistance in 
ing the defendant to design and erect a 
plant for the manufacture of the acid. He 
also to placé at the defendant's dis- 
posal all the facilitids of the American 
Synthetic Co, for the development, demon- 
Stration of and testing of synthetic picric 
acid. 

When the contract was drawn, the 
Hooker concern alleged Bradshaw repre- 
sented he was familiar with the formula 
of manufacturing, pieric acid and = ac- 
quainted with thé most scientific and 
modern methods through which it could 
fe produced at. a, minimum cost. The 
corporation said he also posed as having 
secret information invaluable to the com- 
pany in manufacturing picric acid and in 
ie Construction of its plant. 

Relying upon ‘thesé representations the 
Hooker concern says it was induced into 
accepting Bradshaw's proposition and 
contracted for his services. Following 
his employment, however, asserted the de- 
fendant, Bradshaw failed to disclose any 
Secret information’ which could be con- 
sidered worth anything. 
leqeurthermore, the Hooker company al- 
sed, Bradshaw ‘had no _ processes,

methods or knowledge of machinery used 
in connection with the manufacture of 
picric acid and appeared unfamiliar with 


the latest principles of scientific produc- 
tion. 

What information was advanced by 
Bradshaw, asserted the defendant, was 
crude and of little practical value with 
the result that large sums had to be ex- 
pended in developing and devising a 
process for the manufacture of  picric 
acid. Some of the information conveyed 
by the plaintiff was inaccurate and mis- 


leading, said the defendant, which entailed 
losses and suffered delay when trying to 
put these ideas into force. 

In reiterating the allegation that Brad- 
shaw’s suggestions were practically worth- 
less in solving the problem of the manu- 
facture of picric or the building of a 
plant where it could be produced at its 
cheapest cost, the defendant also charged 
the plaintiff with failing to furnish all 
the information he had or make available 
the facilities and knowledge of the Ameri- 
can Synthetic Color Co. 

Bradshaw was charged 
admittance to representatives of the de- 
fendant when they called at the Stam- 
ford plant despite requests for the same. 
As a result of this attitude on his part, 
the defendant says it was deprived of the 
opportunity to study and observe at first 
hand the methods and formulae used by 


with refusing 


the American Synthetic Co. in manufac- 
turing picric acid. Because of these 
omissions on the plaintiff's part, the 
Hooker concern said it was obliged to 


engage the services of others in construct- 


ing its plant at a consequent great ex- 
pense. Deeming that Bradshaw had 
violated his part of the agreement, the 
Hooker company said it served notice 
upon the plaintiff for the return of its 
retainer of $1,000. Bradshaw not only 


refused to give back this money but in- 
sisted he be paid $4,000 which he claimed 
was due him. 

Witnesses for the Hooker concern testi- 
fied as to these allegations and its attor- 
neys, Zabriskie, Sage, Kerr & Gray, of 
No. 49 Wall Street, in support of the con- 
tention that the agreement was abrogated 
by Bradshaw's conduct as the defendant 
had complied with its part of the con- 
tract. Counsel insisted Mr. Bradshaw was 
liable to the extent of $12,000 to the 
Hooker concern and a counter-claim for 
that amount was put in. 

Cc. & Lorentzen, of No. 68 Broad Street, 
attorney for Mr. Bradshaw, put the plain- 
tiff on the witness stand and proved to 
the satisfaction of the twelve jurors that 
his claim was a just one. 

Mr. Bradshaw showed an_ intimate 
knowledge of chemicals and before he con- 
cluded his testimony qualified as an ex- 
pert. He gave a detailed account of his 
relations with the Hooker concern and 
the work he had performed in accordance 


with the contract. He denied that any 
information had been withheld from the 
defendant's representatives or that they 


had been denied admittance to the plant 
of the American Synthetic Color Co. when 
the request was properly presented to 
him. He also testified of his knowledge 
of the process of manufacturing picric 
acid and the method by which it is de- 
rived from chlorobenzol. 

While Mr. Bradshaw was his own prin- 
cipal witness other individuals corrobor- 
ated his testimony and conceded his abil- 
ity as a chemist. They declared he had 
a wide knowledge of manufacturing pic- 
rie acid and of a plant for its production. 


Chief of the witnesses for the defend- 
ant was L. A. Ward, secretary of the 
Hooker Electro Chemical Co. He and 


others offered testimony in complete vari- 
ance with that of the plaintiff after which 


the case was submitted to the jury. In 
a short time the verdict was rendered 
for Mr. Bradshaw. 


A motion was made by counsel for the 
defendant to set the verdict aside as 
excessive and for a new trial. Justice 
Erlanger denied both motions Mr 
Lorentzen then asked for costs of $136.46 
against the defendant and Justice Er- 
langer gave his approval

PAID FREIGHT CHARGES 


In Error, Says Youroveta Co. in World 
Chemical and Metal Co. Suit 


Excessive freight charges amounting 
to $1,296.93 claimed to have been paid 
through error by the Youroveta Home and 
Foreign Trade Co. in shipping antimony 
to a buyer is the basis of a suit brought 
by the above company against the World 
Chemical and Metal Co., Ine., which is 
alleged to have collected the money. 

In 1918 the Youroveta concern sold 
1,000 cases of antimony regular to the 
defendant and arranged to ship the mer-

account. 

After these payments were. made, the 
plaintiff states, the railroad refunded an 
overcharge of $1,296.63 by forwarding 
two checks for the amount to the de- 
fendant on or about December 13, 1918. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the de- 
fendant knew the checks were right- 
fully the property of the seller. the com- 
plaint charges that the buyer withheld 
them and converted the $1 6.63 to its

change to the Pacific Trading Corpora- 
tion of America, of 90 West street. shows

After the complaint was filed, S A 
Fried, of 291 Broadway, for the plaintiff, 
made a preliminary motion to set aside 
the award Justice Finch of the Supreme 
Court denied the motion without preju- 
dice to the suit 

About the same time Mr. Fried _ ob- 
tained an injunction from Justice Bijur 
restraining the defendant from taking 


any action on the award during the pend- 
ency of the suit Thereafter an amended 
complaint was served upon the defendant 
who replied with a demurrer and more 
recently briefs have been handed to Jus- 
tice Finch in support of the contention 
that the plaintiff has no cause of action 
as outlined in the complatnt. Mr. Fried 
excepts to this contention in replying 
briefs and a decision by Justice Finch 
is expected in a few days. 

In a more specific way than hitherto 
described, the plaintiff tells in the amend- 
ed complaint how the judgment of the 
Arbitration Committee was reached and 





makes allegations of fraud, coercion, 
lack of jurisdiction, improperly consti- 
tuted board, disregard of evidence and 
arbitrary method in which the award 
was reached. Mr. Krauter attacks the 
award upon the main premise that the 
defendant corporation was in default in 


performing a contract for the delivery 
of 5.000 barrels of Ceylon grade cocoanut 
oil 

He further charges that the arbitrators 
clearly abused powers vested in them 


when they rendered a verdict against 
the weight of the facts and in favor of 
the defaulting party. Also he alleges 
that he was persuaded to submit the 
transaction to the committee for settle- 
ment upon the reptesentation that the 
defendant was not a member of the Ex- 
change, when, as a matter of fact. he 
alleges, such was not the case. Instead 


of being an impartial board, Mr. Krauter 
swears the committee was prejudiced by 
virtue of the defendant’s relations and 
membership of the Exchange. 





Mr. Krauter questions the authority 
of the board to sit in arbitration of dis- 
putes among merchants, one of whom is 
a member and the other a non-member. 
He says the charter of the Exchange 
omits any reference to this condition 
and quotes from. the charter in sub- 
stantiation of his statement. 

In questioning the right of the board 
to settle controversies of thig character 
Mr. Krauter would vitiate any future 
proceedings similar in nature and his 
point is extremely important He says

New Peninsula Trading Agency 
Is Sued by Peters, White & Co. 


Losses alleged to have been sustained 
by Peters, White & Co., of No. 51 John 
street, when the Peninsula Trading 
Agency, Inec., of No. 31 Nassau _ street, 
delivered a quantity of cyanide of sodium 
instead of cyanide of potash as called for 
in an agreement are claimed in a suit 
filed in the Supreme f@ourt. Peters, 
White & Co., had arranged to re-sell the 
potash to the Ele-Kem Co. of Chicago, 
and did ship the merchandise received 
from the Peninsula Trading Agency, Inc., 
without examination, in the belief it was 
potash. After its receipt by the western 
firm the discovery was made that the 
wrong character of goods had _ been 
shipped. Refunds were made by the 
original seller and Peters, White & Co., 
who was then sued by Ele-Kem Co., for 
non-delivery of potash, and compelled to 
pay $2,479.95. 

O. Grosskicht, vice-president of the 
Peninsula Trading Co., was served with 
copies of the summons and complaint a 
few days ago. 

In the complaint, prepared by Sullivan 
& Cromwell, of No. 49 Wall street, the 
plaintif€ alleges an agreement was en- 
tered into on. March 15, 1917, with the 
Peninsula Trading Agency, Inc., for the 
purchase of 7,840 pounds of cyanide of 
potash, 94 per.cent., at $1.85 per pound 
f. o. b. What purports to be a written 
confirmation of the order is annexed to 
the papers. Proof was to be furnished 
by the defendant that the merchandise 
shipped was cyanide of potash and when 
the delivery was made Peters, White & 
Co. paid the Peninsula Co. $15,580.90, 
representing the walue of the goods 

The consignment was then re-shipped 
to the Ele-Kem Co. as Peters, White & 
Co., relied upon the warranty of the de- 
fendant that the merchandise was cyan- 
ide of potash. The re-sale price was $2 
per pound. When the supposed potash 
arrived in Chicago the western firm dis- 
covered the error and communicated with 
Peters, White & Co., demanding the cy- 
anide of sodium be taken back. Peters, 
White & Co. promptly complied with the 
demand and also refunded to Ele-Kem 
concern the purchase price and costs 
amounting to $77.80. Then Peters, White 
& Co. notified the Peninsula Trading 
Agency of the situation and, after re- 
turning the cyanide of sodium demanded 
there be remitted the $15,580.90 which 
it had paid the defendant. This was 
done by the defendant. 

Later the Chicago firm served notice 
upon Peters, White & Co. of its inten- 
tion to press a claim for the non-delivery 
of cyanide of potash, whereupon the 
plaintiff informed the Peninsula Trading 
Agency of this development in a com- 
munication sent out under the direction 
of Sumner White, its vice-president. The 
Peninsula Trading Agency was requested 
to intervene in any litigation and defend 
against any claim put forward by Ele- 
Kem _ Co. Against Peters, White & Co., 
as the latter asserted it was not re- 
sponsible for the mistake. 

The ‘complaint states that when the 
suit was filed formal notification of this 
fact was sent to the Peninsula Trading 
Agency with a renewed request for it to 
defend the action. In reply the defend- 
ant disclaimed responsibility for the 
pending suit and refused to participate. 

Subsequently the Ele-Kem suit went 
to trial before a jury which gave it a 
verdict for $2,634.24 against Peters, 
White & Co. This award was later re- 
duced by mutual consent to $2,352 which, 
with costs totalled $2,479.95. A judgment 
for this amount was filed in the County 
Clerk’s office, and Peters, White & Co. 
again advised the Peninsula Trading 
Agency of the fact. An appeal was taken 
to the Appellate Division, which affirmed 
the judgment of the lower court, grant- 
ing costs of $88.70 to Ele-Kem Co. Ac- 
cording to the plaintiff it satisfied the 
judgment last month by the payment of 
$2,609.09 to the western firm and the 
transaction, so far as it effected these 
parties, was closed. 

In suing the Peninsula Trading Agency 
for the recovery of the judgment, Peters 
White & Co. says it paid out $600 in at:

From Judgment in O. Friedlander 
Chemical Co. Suit for Breach 
of Contract

last has been filed in 
the Supreme Court by William H. Knox, 
Inc., of No. 18 Old Slip, defendant in a 
suit brought by O. Friedlander Chemical 
Co., for alleged breach of contract. Dam- 
ages of $2,192.72 had been granted the 
Plaintiff after trial before Justice Daniel 
F. Cohalan and a jury. 

Testimony at the trial showed the Knox 
concern made an agreement on April 5, 
1918, for the purchase of fifty tons of 
soda ash in barrels, each containing three 
hundred pounds, at $3.20 per barrel. Oscar 
Friedlander, treasurer of the plaintiff 
concern, testified 112,500 pounds of soda 
ash was tendered the defendant in Sep- 
tember and rejected. 

The ash was then placed in storage at 
a cost of $890 which was charged against 
the defendant. Mr. Friedlander said his 
company sustained a loss of $2,249 
through the buyer’s failure to observe its 
part of the agreement. 


In combating the suit, the defendant

set forth the defense that the order was 
a conditional one, subject to the issuance 
of an export license, as the ash was in- 
tended for foreign shipment. Frederick 
J. Lovatt, vice-president of the defend- 
ant concern, said the Government would 
not grant the licenses which prevented the 
exportation of the ash and consequently 
annulled the contract. 

In making known its intention to ap- 
peal from the judgment, the Knox con- 
cern also takes exception to every part 
of the order and particularly the denial 
of its motion for a new trial.

Fielding Jones, 
who does business under the trade name 
of the Providence Dry Smelters Co. Two 
contracts for twenty-four carloads of bi- 
chromate of soda, executed in July, 1918, 
are said to have been repudiated by the 
defendant. Each of the contracts was 
for twelve carloads. The complaint says 
an agreement was made on July 22, 1918, 
whereby the defendant was to buy twelve 
carloads of 36.500 pounds each of bi- 
chromate of soda at 23% cents per 
pound. Shipments of one car a month 
during the year of 1918 were called for 
in the agreement. 

Four days later

another contract for 
a similar amount of soda was negotiated 
by the parties, with the same conditions 
prevailing as of the July 2 contract. Be- 
fore any deliveries were made shipping 
instructions were to be transmitted by 
the buyer. Also in the latter contract 
the buyer was privileged to cancel six 
carloads in the event of the war ending 
by July, 1919. 

According to the chemical company 
both contracts were disregarded by the 
buyer, who refused to forward shipping 
instructions for either lots of the soda. 
On the first contract the plaintiff sues for 
damages of $75,000, alleged to represent 
the loss sustained. As actual hostilities 
between the warring nations had ceased 
before July, 1919, the plaintiff excludes 
six carloads from its’ claim for damages 
on the second contract and seeks to col- 
lect $37,500. 

An amended complaint by the plain- 
tiff in reply to a general denial by the 
defendant set forth that on December 27, 
1918, the buyer had notified it that the 
contracts were considered void and there- 
fore nonperformable. Counter-motions 
were made by both corporations and the 
plaintiff, through Sullivan & Cromwell. 
furnished a bill of particulars outlining 
a comprehensive description of the 
transactions and attaching thereto copies 
of each contract and letters written by 
the defendant. Sumner W. White, treas- 
urer of the chemical company, swore to 
the accuracy of the bill of particulars. 
He asserted the defendant wrote its re- 
fusal to give shipping instructions for 
the delivery of the soda. 

In one of the letters attributed to the 
buyer the latter takes exception to the 
contracs for their lack of mutuality and 
contends that conditions inserted in the 
documents made their performance sub- 
ject to so many contingencies as to de- 
prive the plaintiff of any practical ful- 
filment of the agreements. Because of 
these restrictive measures the defendant 
revoked the contracts. 

The clauses excepted to 
fendant reads :— 

“In case of any accidents to the works, 
strikes, damage to stocks, fire, war, in- 
ability to procure material, change of 
tariff rates, imposition of internal rev- 
enue or other tax, interference with usual 
production or with supply of raw ma- 
terial as contracted for. or in case of any 
other contingency beyond seller’s control 
effecting the cost, or effecting the seller's 
ability to procure or deliver, seller shall 
be at liberty to cancel this contract or 
any part of it at its option. 

“Seller may decline to make deliveries 
except for cash whenever seller for any 
reason shall have doubt as to the buyer’s 
responsibility, and so advise the buyer.” 

The plaintiff's bill of particulars was 
served on Hughes, Schurman & Dwight 
at No. 96 Broadway, attorneys for the 
defendant.

Chemists’ Testimony to Be Heard by 
Commission in Sulphuric Acid Suit 


Application has been made in the Su- 
preme Court for the issuance of a com- 
mission to take the testimony of expert 
chemists who examined shipments of sul- 
phurie acid sent to Bowring & Co. on 
order by Gillespie Brothers & Co.. and 
William H. Sainer & Son. defendants in a 
suit for $12,771.40. At the same time the 
Plaintiff's attorney, Benjamin H. Trask. 
asked that the trial be postponed until 
next month in order that the chemists’ 
testimony might be available. Mr. Trask 
said it was imperative that this evidence 
be procured through depositions, as the 
chemists would not be able to appear 
personally as witnesses. 

In the motion papers Mr. Trask ex- 
Plains that the suit is based upon agree- 
ments for the delivery of sulphuric acid 
to his client by the defendants. The 
value of the acid was $12,771.40, includ- 
ing demurrage charges and other dis- 
bursements made by the plaintiff. all of 
which were paid at the time of delivery 
and before rejection of the shipments. 
When the contracts were executed, Mr. 
Trask states, the quality of the acid was 
specifically set forth and the sellers were 
expected to conform to these require- 
ments. When the acid was delivered, 
continued Mr. Trask, Roscoe S. Conkling 
and James Aiken, expert chemists, were 
asked to make an analysis and upon 
their report the shipments were rejected. 

Mr. Trask said the experts were ex- 
pected to testify at the trial but he has 
since learned their business prevents 
them from coming. to New York. He said 
Mr, Conkling lives at No. 17 North First 
street. Akron, Ohio. while Mr. Aiken is 
a resident of Eau Claire, Wis. In view 
of the unexpected development the law- 
ver urged that the trial be delayed until 
Messrs. Conkling and Aiken could be 
quizzed by a commission appointed by the 
court and their depositions placed on rec- 
ord.

Mr. Knight, of Philadelphia, Refutes Criticisms of Embargo Feature 


of the Dyestuffs Bill—Writer Shows Wherein It 
Is Better Than Senate Bill

The following reply of Mr. Knight of 
Philadelphia to the tariff commissions 
criticism of the Moses substitute for the 
embargo features of the dye bill has been 
made public here :— 

The criticism concerning the 
“fair wholesale selling price’’ is well taken 
The original draft of the Moses amendment 
used the language in section 506 of the Senate 
bill, the change has passed unnoticed until 
now. Section 501A of the amendment, lines 
3 to 5, should read:—‘‘That when used in this 
section the term ‘fair wholesale selling price 
of an article means the lowest wholesale price 
which the Secretary of the Treasury shall 
ascertain to be sufficient to insure the main- 
tenance in the United States of the production 
of such an article by an efficient plant operat- 
ing on a substantial commercial basis, etc . 
This is the same language used in section 506 
of the Senate bill. 

The argument advanced by the Tariff Com- 
mission that the demand for dyestuffs cannot 
be forecast is a welcome criticism, and ap 
plies with force to the Senate bill. In| the 
light of this argument how can the rariff 
Commission under section 504 ascertain what 
is “reasonable delivery,’’ Without ascertain- 
ing demand? Under section 507 how can 
they ascertain “the consumers demand _ for six 
months’’ in advance? Under section 508 how 
can the Tariff Commission determine that a 
consumer has a ‘‘six months’ supply?" We 
ask that the arguments at the bottom of page 
1 of the Tariff Commission's letter be ap- 
plied to the inquiries.

“Satisfactory Substitute 
The definition of ‘‘satisfactory substitute’’ in 
the Moses amendment is taken from page 11. 
line 25, ete., of the Senate bill, which under- 
takes to define quality. If the “‘substitute”’ 
has all the qualities of the imported dye and 
is capable of results in use substantially equal 
to the corresponding article, then to all in- 
tents and purposes it is the same. Whatever 
objection can be made to the definition of 
“substitute’’ in the Moses amendment is 
equally applicable to the Senate bill. 


In both Senate bill and amendment it will 
be necessary to ascertain the use for which 
the article is intended before it can be ascer- 
tained whether or not another article is a 
suitable substitute and will give substantially 
equal resuits. The difference in the adminis- 
tration of the Senate bill and of the Moses 
amendment is that in the Senate bill, if it is 
desired to import dye ‘‘A’’ and after the Tariff 
Commission has placed before it the partic- 
ular use for which dye ‘‘A’’ is desired, the 
Tariff Commission then decides that domestic 
dye “B’’ is a suitable substitute, yet the per- 
son who desires to use the imported dye “A 
well knows that ‘‘B’ is not a suitable substi- 
tute, yet he is without redress. The erroneous 
decision of the Tariff Commission is fatal to 
him. Whereas, under the Moses amendment, 
if the administrative officer, viz., the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, makes this same errone- 
ous decision, the dye user is not deprived of 
the foreign dye which he needs but must 
merely pay an additional duty. In short, it is 
better to get and pay than not to get at all. 

The criticism that the domestic article must 
be actually manufactured is either not seri- 
ously made or is made without giving careful 
consideration to the interpretation of the 
words used. The amendment does not say 
that the product must ‘‘be actually manu- 
factured.’’ It does say that ‘“‘if at the time of 
importation such an article is manufactured 
and offered for sale in the United States,”’ 
ete. This does not mean that before the 
product can be offered for sale that its manu- 
facture must have actually been completed 
and the finished product stored in the ware- 
house. We say structural steel is manufac- 
tured in the United States, yet that does not 
mean that the finished article is in storage at 
that moment. We say coal is mined in the 
United States, yet that does not mean that 
the coal has actually been severed from the 
earth and placed on piles ready for shipment 
at that moment. Neither is it necessary to 
have the finished product on hand in order to 
offer it for sale. The manufacturer offers for 
sale what it is possible for him to produce 
within the time specified for delivery. There- 
fore, if he has an equipped factory to pro 
duce a certain dye, has produced it at any 
time, and is offering it for sale for future 
delivery within a reasonable time, we say 
then that the article is manufactured and 
offered for sale, etc. 


The very foundation of the dye license 
embargo bill was that no tariff would 
the domestic industry for the reason that the 
Germans would dump dyes in the United 
States at less than cost; that they could pro- 
duce them cheaper than we could; that they 
would do anything to regain the domestic 
trade, and that no tariff could be made h'gh 
enough to reach over their low prices. The 
reports of hearings are filled with testimony 
to this effect. See Senate Hearings, page 5, 
bottom; page 102, near bottom; pages 103, 104, 
107. If we can produce and sell an article 
here cheaper than it can be imported, trust to 
the American user to save his dollars. Surely 
we need no tariff then to protect the domestic 
industry. If this is the argument why we do 
need an embargo. Is not the law of economy 
sufficient embargo? The Tariff Commission 
letter at the bottom of page 2 and the top of 
page 3 negatives the argument they now make 
under the above head. 

We know the tariff will be quite high upon 
some articles, but even so we prefer this to 
laying bare the secret methods of our business, 
the consequent hearings, arguments and delays 
in order to get a few foreign specialties, and 
then probably be refused permit to get them 
delivered. 

Answering the numbered objections on the 
last page:— 

(1) The only standard of strength provided 
in the Senate bill is to enforce the special 
duties provided in section 501. The amend- 
ment strikes out section 501 with its special 
duties, therefore, a standard of strength is 
not necessary.

Dr. Robert E. Rose, of E. I. Du Pont 
de Nemours & Co., urged the need of re- 
search in the field of dyes.

on the American market at the old price of 
60 cents per unit, which price the American 
producer had never been able to match. That 
he couldn't match it was due among other 
things to the fact that labor and_ supplies 
during the war had increased from 100 to 200 
per cent Unfortunately for the American 
producer, this was a false alarm. Germany 
during the war period was not engaged in 
the production of anything that she didn't 
have immediate need for. People were taken 
from the potash mines as from every other 
industry and put into war enterprises, and 
war time production of potash was measured 
by Germany’s war-time needs, not by esti- 
mates of future sales. As soon as it was pos- 
sible for the American Government officials 
to get through the German lines and ascertain 
the facts, which was several months after the 
armistice was signed, it was revealed that 


there was no German potash available for the 
American farmer, and that the American pro- 
ducer made a mistake in closing his plants 
Immediately quite a number of those for 
merly shut down began operating again, and 
are still in operation. And there is today a 
substantial, though struggling, nucleus of an 
American potash industry. 








Now in Europe the potash monopoly, for- 
merly entirely in the hands of Germany, is 
divided between the Germans and the French, 
the French having acquired very important 
and valuable potash mines which were situ- 
ated in Alsace. The world hoped from this 
division to obtain potash under competitive 


conditions, and at reduced cost, but one hears 
more of mutual understanding between these 
two interests to establish prices than of prices 
being reduced through competition. The Ger- 
mans are rapidly putting their mines back into 
operation and bringing the production up to 
pre-war standards, and the French likewise 
as rapidly as possible are learning the new 
trick of operating potash mines with the idea 


of doing the same thing. So within a year 
or two it is probable the world’s supply of 
potash from this European source will be 
what it was before the war. 


A second paper by Dr. Turrentine on 
the experimental kelp potash plant of the 
Department of Agriculture, also read by 
title, contained the following remarks on 
the kelp potash industry:— 


To date about thirty products, by-products 
and derivatives have been established as ob- 
tainable from kelp when processed in the man- 
ner in vogue here Some of these have com 
mercial value and some have little or none 
Some are obtainable in large quantity and 
cheaply, while the production of others prob 
ably will not pay more than the expense of 
that operatio Among the products are such 
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materials as potash and 
ash, table salt, crystalline iodine and various 
salts of iodine, ammonia in various forms, 
bleaching carbons of various grades, oils of 
different characteristics and degrees of useful 
nes creosote and disinfectants and other 
derivatives prepared from it, pitch, prussian 
blue and combustible gas; and of these pot 
ash salts, iodine, bleaching carbons, ammonia, 
oils and combustible gas are obtainable prof- 
itably. However, to date only potash, iodine 
and bleaching carbons have been put on the 
commercial basis and soon are to be produced 
on the large scale as a part of the daily 
operation of the plant.

THER PAINT MATERIALS 
© scarcity of materials is the nf 

d : i als is » prime 
sulty in the market for minor paint 
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materials at the present time. Even 
before the railroad strike there was 
difficulty in making shipments of such 
large bulk commodities as barytes, but 
now no shipments are possible, and not 
only the large bulk commodities but 
all other minor paint materials are af- 
fected. Prices are naturally very 
firmly held and the tendency is most 
bullish, 

BARYTES.—No prices are listed on 
barytes today, the buyer paying ac- 
cording to the market conditions pre- 
vailing at time of delivery. Shipments 
are impossible now because of the rail- 
road strike and production is being 
greatly curtailed because of lack of 
coal. It is not probable that prices 
will be quoted for some time. They 
were withdrawn before this strike 
started and the strike gives the in- 
dustry an additional and most serious 
setback. 


St. Louis Barytes 
St Louis, April 15, 1920 

The barytes market ontinues the same as 
it has for the past few weeks. There has been, 
however, an increase in the demand, if that 
can be possible. Shipping conditions are bad, 
owing to the strike prevailing here, and few 
orders can be filled Prices are the same 

BLANC FIXE.—Blane fixe at 5c. a 
pound was hard to get in liberal quan- 
tities before the strike started and 
now it is almost impossible to get in 
any but the smaller amounts because 
of the railroad strike. Dealers say 
that the tendency of the market is de- 
cidedly bullish and that advances in 
the near future need not be looked on 
with surprise if they come. 

CASEIN.—Casein is still at 16@18c. 
a pound. Supplies from the Argentine 
are coming in rather small quantities, 
but the new production season is al- 
most here and the shortage should 
soon be relieved. 

PUTTY.—Putty prices are quoted 
subject to early revision which is ex- 
pected to be of a bull nature. The 
railroad strike is holding back deliv- 
eries and production also, but this is 
not having much effect on the price as 
yet because it holds up building as well. 
The cost of basic materials is the chief 
bullish factor. Prices are as follows:- 
Commercial in 5-pound tins is quoted 
at $6 and in 1-pound tins at $7.35 per 
100 pounds. Commercial in linseed oil 
is $10.10 in 5-pound tins and $11.25 
in 1-pound tins. In tubs commercial 
is quoted at $3.50 per 100 pounds. 
Pure in tubs is quoted at $6, and in 
linseed oil at $8.35. 

WHITING.—Whiting is hard to get 
in large quantities because of the in- 
sufficiency of shipments of chalk from 
Great sritain. Prices are strongly 
held. They are as follows:—Commer- 
cial is quoted at $1.40; gilders’ bolted 
at $1.45; extra gilders’ bolted at $1.55; 
English cliffstone at $2, and American 
paris white at $1.75.

There is much talk of higher prices 
for blues.

Senator Watson’s Findings Favor Enactment of Protective Legisla- 


tion to Prevent Dumping of Foreign Product Here

Senator’ Watson’s Report 


The condition of the zine mining industry in 
ie United States press nts an emergency situ- 
a that necessitates immediate relief 
"te argest single unit of zinc mining in the 
id called the Joplin district, is composed 
wor’, felds comprising parts of the southwest- 
of the rt of Missouri, the southeastern part of 
oe ee the northeastern part of Oklahoma, 
ihe northwestern part of Arkansas.

= js ranked second in the United States and 
consid third in the production of zine ore, 
and there are scattering amounts in Alaska, 
forado, and Utah, and some in California, 
ghile in Tennessee and New Mexico and New 
York the production of zine ore is increasing. 
This supply of zinc ore meets the American 
demand, and during the war the United States 
exported to meet the demand of the world. 


The Joplin district employs from 12,000 to 
000 men, and it is a remarkable fact that 
weryone of these miners are Americans, loyal 
and hard-working, accustomed to American 
onditions of living, and in uniform good rela 
tionship with their employers. 

Because of war conditions the United States 
is threatened with becoming the dumping 
ground of zinc ore from all parts of the world 
The reasons for this are as follows:—Foreign 
oes before the war were consumed by the 
melters of Europe which were largely located 
in Belgium, Poland, and Germany. As a re- 
git of the war, these smelters have either 
destroyed or damaged so that they are 
le. and will be unable for a considerable 
orb the foreign production of zinc 
only place to which these foreign 
ores can come is the United States. 


Ore in Australia 


Four hundred thousand tons of zine ore are 
now piled on the docks of Australia ready for 
shipment. During the war this influx of for- 
eign ore was prevented by restrictions which 
prohibited the use of bottoms within which the 
ore could be transported. but that restriction 
has now been removed. 


In Australia the entire production of zinc 
ore is a by-product from an ore containing 
woth lead and silver, and whatever can be real- 
izd fom the zinc ore is so much clear gain 
tothe Australian mine owner, who has secured 
his profit from the lead and silver extracted 
from the ore, and who gets what he can for 
the by-product of zinc ore. 




















The Mexican production of zinc ore is a con- 
stant menace to the United States, as will be 
shown. Zinc ore can be produced in Mexico at 
a far less cost than it is possible to produce 
it in the United States with the wages paid 
to American workmen. 


The American situation will instantly become 
worse as the conditions in Mexico enable in- 
creased production of Mexican ore. 

In the Joplin district whole mining camps are 
idle without a single man working, and the 
mills have been sold or moved away for sec- 
ond-hand works. This is also true in Kansas 
around the Galena district, and is also true in 
Arkansas 

Out of eighty-seven mills which were operat- 
ing in the Webb City district, which is a part 
of the Joplin district, only two are in operation 
now. In Webb City one-third of the inhabitants 
have left and there are 400 empty houses, of 
which more than one-third are owned by miners 
who were themselves householders.

UROPEAN CONDITIONS AS SEEN BY A 
PROMINENT PAINT AND COLOR MAKER 


Frank Waldo, of E. M. & F. Waldo, Summarizes His Thoughts on 
International Finance, Economics and Politics After Four 
Months’ Business Trip of Europe

Mr. Waldo was covering familiar ter- 
ritory on this trip, for during the war he 
grved at The Hague as a military at- 
tahe and spent much time in the sur- 
rounding capitals. The paper follows :— 


To give an outline of the conditions I found 
during my trip abroad, from_ the middle of 
November to the middle of March, is rather 
dificult, because it depends entirely upon the 
pint of view from which the outline is 
writien. Still, no matter what phase of the 
conditions each individual finds most interest- 
ing, there are certain fundamentals which 


must be recognized because they seem to 
affect every problem and every condition we 
are called upon to face 


Without going into too many details, I shall 
try and outline a few of these conditions 
which I consider most fundamental. 


Finance, Economics and Politics 


There is a great question as to which is the 
most important problem to tackle first in re- 
tuning the world to its normal course— 
finance, economics or politics. They are all 
interdependent, and yet from time to time it 
ems as though one or the other were in 
complete control, to the detriment of the re- 
mining two. Life is like a great mill, the 
machinery all going, the wheels never still for 
ny length of time, but none of the gears in 
mesh. Underlying this are a few great facts. 
In the first place, as some observers so well 
ted, the entire world is suffering from shell 
hock. As a result of the war and the tre- 
mendous efforts expended by everybody for 
one objective only, there naturally was a seri- 
ous psychological reaction when the purpose 
as accomplished, or proven unobtainable, and 
the separate individuals released as cogs in a 
eat machine and thrown back on their own 
independent operation 


Second, during the time of the war the com- 
merce of the world changed from an enormous 
otal of many relatively small items controlled 
by relatively small units to an unbelievably 
tupendous move in one direction through the 
ndividual and joint control of governments, of 
upplies for war purposes only.

The 
impression of the majority abroad seemed to 
be that the opposition simply waits to find 
the drift of the purpose of those seeking to 


have the treaty ratified and then takes the 
opposite stand. They cannot see that the 
problems are being approached with any 


knowledge of the interdependence of all coun- 
tries in the world and the need of close rela- 
tions between all countries, or with any 
thought of the foreign responsibilities develop- 
ing on the United States as the largest and 
wealthiest country in existence in natural and 
industrial resources. 


Waited on United States 


For a time Europe waited and waited for 
the United States to share in the reconstruc- 
tion, but I am convinced that she has given 
up hope of our sharing, and has made up her 
mind that the reconstruction will take place 
as well as possible without the co-opera- 
tion of our country; but, in the mean- 
time, disaster beyond all understanding has 
overtaken some parts of Europe. The bugaboo 
of Bolshevism is an active peril, whereas 
with proper co-operation in re-establishment 
of commerce it might have remained for the 
greater part of the world no more dangerous 
than our childhood ‘‘goblins."’ 


I do not believe that even among the best 


read, the average of one person in ten, when 
asked quickly, can give a clear definition of 
what jolshevism stands for, bow it would 


supposed to benefit the 
world. Yet ‘‘Bolshevism” {gs on everybody's 
lips, and, more than that, the seeds of Bol- 
shevism are in a great many hearts and 
brains. The reason for this seems to me very 
easy to define Agitators have existed in the 
world in one form or another since the snake 
put one over on Adam, but their voices have 
not been heard by any important percentage 
of the people until the living conditions of 
that percentage became unendurable, or tempo- 
rarily so unusual that they lost their per- 
spective 

Bolshevism travels on a trail of unendurable 
living conditions; and the living conditions in 
many countries in Europe are wholly  un- 
endurable for the reason that through lack of 
supplies and depreciation in currency the buy- 
ing power of money has vanished, and it will 
stay out of sight until one of two things 
happens—either that the volume of commerce 
increases to the point where the money in ex- 
istence is needed to carry on commercial opera- 
tions or until means be found for contracting 
currency in existence until it is only adequate 
to meet the needs of the world. This point, 
to me, seems to be as nearly as possible the 
point on which all of the difficulties turn. 

On my trip I tried to visualize ways in 
which different problems could be approached, 
but none seemed to have any stability until

some standard means of exchange could be 
worked out. To further illustrate the impor- 
tance of the control of monies in existence 


and currency issues, one need only think that 
if gold had been as common as sand, gold 
could not have been established as the basis of 
the world’s commercial and financial transac- 
tions. Currency issues in some countries are 
becoming as sand, so that either a new means 
of representing value or a control of the cur- 
rency operations will have to be arrived at 
very soon in order to avoid a series of national 
eatastrophes surpassing those which already 
have overtaken some of the countries in ques- 
tion. 

England and France both have 
this point and have incorporated it, 
in their national government policies, but also 
in the business doctrines of their people. The 
two countries are using different means of 
controlling their currency issues because of 
their different circumstances. England's means

The 
exchange of information is so accurate in 
some lines that each seller is obliged to re- 
port orders received to a central committee, 
and until that central committee approves of 
the sale at a price equal to or higher than the 
eles made by the last seller of the same item, 
deal cannot be consummated, and no ex- 
port permit will be given. This perhaps seems 
extreme, but the condition exists. 


The merchants are co-operating to take ad- 
vantage of the most favorable conditions ex- 
isting in all of the world’s markets and place 
their limited merchandise in the most advan- 
tageous market. This has been carried out to 
such an extent that some products are quoted 
only in the currency of the country to which 
they are to be exported, and consular invoices 
must be made out in the currency of the sale. 
Some of these quotations made at the same 
time, figuring on the depreciation of exchange, 
will show a difference in price, when trans- 
lated into American dollars, of as much as 20 
per cent. between the currency of one country 
and the currency of another. 


Government Aids Business 


All this work is being carrieu on as always 
with the full knowledge and support and even 
by compulsion of the government. A careful 
analysis of these methods would be helpful to 


one might al- 
merchandising is a 
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our business interests in order to know how 
best to meet certain difficulties that from 
time to time will present themselves. The 
difficulties cannot be met by individuals, and 


some cannot be met even by complete groups 
of any one industry. It must lead back to a 
unity between government and commerce, 
whether it be industrial, financial, agricultural 
or labor. 


However, I am not a believer in unending 
legislation of every breath and every step 
taken. I cannot see where there is any law 
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to surpass the world-old rule of supply and 
demand. Cornering of markets and artificial 
control of governments can have as great evil 
as the same operation by individuals. This 
was necessary during the war, as all efforts 
were bent in one direction, but history never 
can show a record of a period during peace 
when all the world efforts have been bent in 
one direction. Therefore, there must be elas- 
ticity in the operations of countries, institu- 
tions and individuals so that the necessary 
varieties of interest and objectives can be al- 
lowed full scope 

Before I went abroad on my last trip I was 
a firm believer of the value of control by full 
knowledge and co-operation instead of by blind 


legislation. Since my last trip my belief in 
this doctrine has been strengthened many 
times. 

A few illustrations may serve to bring out 
this point. Let us look at the condition of 
our household servants. No sane person can 
deny that any country can continue to live 
successfully and happily unless there is labor 
available for all labor to be done Everyone 
knows the condition of our labor market, and 
especially conditions surrounding household 
workers. Our country is being called upon for 
charitable donations, financial extensions and 
many untold sacrifices by our people in order 
to feed starving countries in Kurope, and yet 
those countries in Europe hold hundreds of 
thousands of women and a great many thou 
sands of men who would like to come to this 
country for a chance to work, and by working 
to produce, so that their living would be pro- 
vided in full by their efforts and not as at 
present in part by charitable contributions. 


Question of Immigration 


Facing this is the demand to close our doors 


to all immigration from certain countries be- 
cause of elements that might come in. That 
process cannot be followed by any country in 


would be equally disastrous in 
the long run for this country. European 
countries meet the difficulty by having fully 
empowered agents stationed at the point of 
origin of this travel, to whom the proposed 
travellers must apply and prove their worthi 
ness before being granted permission to enter 
the country to which they wish to migrate. 
During the war our country was obliged to 
carry on this work’ to a degree never known 
before the war, and the results in the main 
were successful. tecognizing that every able- 
bodied immigrant is worth a certain important 
sum of money to our country, the expense of 
maintaining travel control outposts would be 
infinitesimal when compared with the returns 
to be gained, and at the same time our doc 
trines of democracy would be preserved and 
untold hardship to thousands of deserving 
travellers would be avoided.

Certain countries 
lack raw materials to a degree that we cannot 
appreciate on this side, and yet other coun- 
tries on their frontiers have warehouses fairly 
bursting with supplies available for the need- 
ing countries, but these supplies cannot be 
bought because the rate of exchange is so 
depreciated that it is a physical impossibility 
for the seller to distribute his merchandise at 
prices which the buyer could pay without 
suffering absolute ruin. 

Throughout our industry we know a great 
deal about the raising of flax, though our 
knowledge comes from the utilization of flax 
seed in our oil However, nearly every mem- 
ber of our industry knows that the quantity 
of flax raised in this country is wholly _ in- 
sufficient for our needs in linen fabrics. All 
the world today is short of flax—so short that 
the price of linens has advanced during the 


war out of proportion to the advance of other 
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materials. Also, a great deal of the linen 
which we buy is not pure flax. Necessity has 
made it necessary to incorporate other in- 
gredients, some of which are less enduring 
than flax. While this shortage exists, if I 
am to believe seemingly authentic reports I 
had in several quarters of HKurope, there are 
thousands of tons of flax in existence in 


Russia and some of it available for shipment. 
Yet under present conditions it is wholly im- 
possible to approach this product. How will 
it find its way to the world, through gambling 
profiteers or legitimate channels? 
All of these conditions may seem superficial 


in their nature, but the one great truth with 
which I was impressed abroad is that, except 
in England and Belgium and a little bit in 
France, no commercial future can be clearly 
visualized by the former warring countries, 
and without some standard to tie to, invest 
ment, expansion and long-time operations are 
impossible. In this country, rich as we are, 
money for commercial expansion is not e 


at the present time, and probably will be con- 
siderably less easy as time goes on. Yet the 
future ahead of this country, if all legitimate 
(not speculative) opportunities were realized, 
would be so vast that the volume of our opera 
tions would increase so that the extent of our 
obligations, instead of being out of proportion 
as at present, would be wholly in tune with 
our developed wealth and tangible resources

Neither can know how to solve its problems 
unless it has full information of what those 
problems represent 

The problems of our business and the prob- 
lems of our government interlocking As 
a nation we have been singularly careless of 
accurate business statist This is shown by 
the number of towns which have only com- 
paratively recently begun to keep records of 
births and deaths During the war we know 
that our own industry and probably many 
other industries realized how shockingly short 
they were of adequate records to show not 
only the class of business done, but also the 
volume of business operations. 
Our government necessarily 
tistics Also some of our separate businesses 
and groups of industries have _ statistics 
Alone they are of limited value; consolidated 
their value is beyond limit A beginning in 
co-operation could be made by a consolidation 
of these statistics. Our own industry has had 
the matter at heart, even since before the 
war and has the will to carry it through; but 
the means for working it out so as to avoid 
impractical and unjustfied expense is still to 
be arrived at. It can be reached through the 
correct co-operation of government and our 
industry. I believe sincerely that it will 
reasonably soon be worked out, but ours is 
only one industry. Others must have the 
same will and the same desire to work out 
adequate business records which in analysis 
represent an accurate summary of volume, 
kind and class of business done and the areas

Flaxseed prices eased off a little this 
week at all the primary markets from 
Winnipeg to Buenos Aires. This easing 
of prices in the Northwest is not in 
tune with the low stocks of seed in the 
possession of crushers and is not to be 
taken as indicative of the future state 
of the market. So soon as the railroad 
workers allow free moving of the 
needed stocks a firmer seed market 
should develop. Crushers are having 
difficulty in filling their contracts be- 
cause of the seed shortage, which has 
been created by transportation diffi- 
culties of various kinds. But with 
things as they are, crushers are not 
averse to holding off their buying in 
the hope that seed prices will ease still 
more and thus enable them to buy at 
more reasonable figures when transpor- 
tation opens again. 

Argentine seed fell below the $3 mark 
at the end of the week for the first 
time in nearly a month. This recession 
occurred in spite of the free buying of 
European interests, who rolled up a 
record shipment from Buenos Aires of 
840,000 bushels this week. The new 
crop is serving to ease prices there. 

The outlook for seed requirements 
is none too bright, according to most 
of the crushers in North America, and 
the possibility of the cancellation of 
contracts this spring is not out of the 
running. If the rail strike is not over 
very soon, crushers will be up against 
a most difficult situation. 

This all serves to firm the oil market. 
With the seed shortage becoming more 
acute, crushers will be compelled to 
buy oil when and where they can to 
meet delivery time limits, and some 
fancy prices for spot oil may develop. 
There may be considerable flurring in 
the market within the next two months. 
Prices should be more stabilized after 
the turning of the fiscal year, but the 
outlook for the future is so strong that 
most dealers believe that 1920 will be 
a year long remembered in the trade 
as a year of very high prices. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., April 14, 1920. 

Railroad trouble and lack of facilities for 
shipping oil and meal made the demand for 
flaxseed even narrower during the past week 
and there was no feature at all Only a few 
cars arrived and the crushers were indifferent 
takers of these. They had no particular use 
for seed except to fill in at times, and there 
was no competition worthy of mention Most 
of the arrive trading was with Duluth buyers. 
There was no local demand for seed on that 
basis. 

There was a steady demand for good seed 
flax and offerings of desirable quality were 
extremely light. Any seed that could be used 
for planting was wanted and taken. Seed 
houses continue to report a steady inquiry 
from the country for seed flax, and late ad- 
vices indicate that the acreage this year will 
be about the same as it was a year ago. 
Weather conditions have not been extremely 
favorable for seeding wheat, and the left- 
over acreage in May is liable to be consider- 
able In North Dakota this land will un- 
doubtedly be used for the production of flax 

Reports from Canada are unfavorable The 
ground is still frozen up there and sowing 
of wheat will be late unless conditions im- 
prove at once and allow the farmers to do 
their plowing. 

The use of Argentine flax for seed purposes 
in the Northwest will be more important than 
earlier advices indicated, but the bulk of the 
acreage will be sown with domestic flax. 

The situation in Montana is not as good as 
it might be for wheat seeding owing to late 
snowstorms and low temperatures, and the flax 
acreage in that State may be larger than 
anticipated There is a steady movement of 
seed flax in that direction 

The demand for Argentine seed is narrow 
and featureless The strike of railroad switch- 
men in this country is holding up large quan- 
tities of seed at the coast, and an early move- 
ment of the seed flax is not expected Until 
conditions change no important fresh buy- 
ng is likely Crushers would be on the anx- 

sus seat regarding this Argentine flax if they 

» able to ship oil and meal very freely, but 
with the inlet and outlet checked all they can 
do is to wait for developments. They have a 
litthe seed on hand, and if the railroads open 
up again they will be able to get fresh raw 
ma ial about as fast as they need it. Some 
of the seed in transit was caught and will be 
loosed up when the strikers go back to 
work Quite a number of cars are fairly 
close to Minneapolis Several cargoes reached 
New York during the trouble, and as much 
as 800,000 bushels are ready to move as soon 
aus the present trouble is settled 

A local operator has been trying to dispose 
of a liberal quantity of Argentine seed now in 
transit to this country, but so far no trades 
have been reported 

The strike is holding back Argentine seed 
that was destined to apply on Duluth May 
contracts, and unless matters are settled 
quickly the shorts in that market will be put 
in a tight corner again, as there is no do- 
mestic seed supplies of importance accumulat 
ing at Duluth

Chemical Warfare Service to Have 
$1,500,000 Available Under Army 


Appropriation Bill in House 
WASHINGTON, April 16, 1920. 


The army appropriation bill as re- 
ported to the House contains a provision 
that of the unexpended balance remain- 
ing June 30, 1920, alloted to the chemi- 
cal warfare service under the appropria- 
tion for the Medical and Hospital De- 
partment, 1919, the sum of $1,500,000 
shall be immediately available and re- 
main available until June 30, 1921, for 
purchase of material, plant and machin- 
ery, employment of labor and _ other 


operations connectetd therewith, for the 
manufacture of defensive equipment and 
material for chemical warfare purposes. 





OIL PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER 


FEDERAL BUYING AND SELLING STILL 
DISCUSSED BY GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS 





Suggestion for Centralized Purchasing Agency Meets With General 
Approval—Secretary Daniels Opposes Measure—Various 
Reasons Advanced for Unbusinesslike Trading Methods 


WASHINGTON, April 16, 1920. 

The Reporter's campaign for a more 
scientific system of government purchases 
and sales has obteined recruits in the 
halls of Congress as well as in govern- 
ment departments Representative Platt, 
of New York, chairman of the Committe: 
on banking and Currency, for instance, 
endorses it. Representative Woods, of 
Indiana, member of the House Committee 
on Appropriations, is considering the in- 
troduction of a bill providing for a central 
fsovernment purchasing bureau, it is re- 
ported. 


The fact has been brought out that the 
General Supply Committee of the Treas- 
ury Department, has prepared a draft of 
such a bill In connection with the charge 
ot wasteful goverryrent trading, the case 
is recalled of a furniture dealer here who 
bought a number of typewriter desks from 
the General Supply Committee some time 
ago at $1 apiece and sold them for $15 
each. Desks of this type are estimated 
to be worth $25 to $50 each. 


Secretary of the Navy Daniels has gone 
on record as opposed to a general govern- 
ment purchasing agency, so far as buy- 
ing Navy supplies is concerned He char- 
acterizes the Reporter editorial as part 
of the propaganda for the creation of such 
a central purchasing agency. Secretary 
Daniels has written Judge Alexander :— 


The sale prices originally fixed by the Navy 
for surplus drugs and chemicals are higher 
than the market prices as quoted by the Oil, 
Paint and Drug Reporter (with the possiblk 
exception of small lots sold without reference 
to th Navy Department). Some sales have 
been made at prices in excess of such quoted 
market prices, and the general complaint from 
he trade has been that the Navy's prices are 
too high In some cases it has been nec ry 
to meet the market prices, but in every case 
the revision has been downward, and not up- 
ward 

With respect to the charge that some depart- 
ments are buying while others are selling, I 
find that the Navy reported its excesses of 
drugs and chemicals to the General Supply 
Committee in January, 1920, before they were 
offered for sale to the public, and that sales 
have been from these lists to other depart- 
ments through the General Supply Committee 
The Navy makes no purchases (with the pos- 
sible exception of some local or emergency re- 
quirements) without consideration of the ex- 
cess stock of other departments as reported 
through the General Supply Committee In 
short, the statutes and executive orders re- 
ferred to in your letter are being complied 
with by the Navy, and were being complied 
with in spirit before such orders were issued. 
The article (Reporter editorial) would ap- 
pear to be connected with the propaganda 
favoring the establishment of a central pur- 
chasing agency for the government. This 
innovation is proposed from time to time, and

signed to include the procurement of Navy

Linseed oil is in very little demand 
now and yet the prices are firmly 
held, Crushers are having considerable 
trouble in filling contracts because of 
the shortage of seed. It seems likely 
that the shortage will be continued 
for some time after the closing of the 
rail strike, and some crushers will 
have to eke out their supplies by buy- 
ing when and where they can, so the 
outlook is naturally a strong one. 

Cottonseed oil is gaining no real 
strength except in the most distant 
futures, and is weakening in crude. 
Dealers say that the stabilizing of for- 
eign exchange will firm the market 
but since that can not come for some 
time the immediate outlook is for a 
continuation of the rather weak con- 
ditions now prevailing. 

Oleo stearine sold at 16%c. per 
pound, a total of about 150,000 pounds 
absorbed, and following the deal im- 
provement was noted in crude coco- 
nut, soya and peanut oils. Thirty 
tanks of crude coconut were sold at 
16%ec. per pound. Lard improved at 
the close. Fish and animal oils were 


steady. 
LINSEED OIL 


Prices of linseed oil remain un- 
changed this week, with spot June oil 
selling at $1.84 for carload lots in 
barrels and July forward oil selling 
at $1.69. The market is exceedingly 
quiet, very little new business being 
done. Consumers are pretty well cov- 
ered by previous contracts and the 
Spring demand has assumed no over- 
whelming proportions as yet. The dif- 
ficulty consists in making deliveries 
on standing contracts. This difficulty 
was beginning before the _ railroad 
strike. At that time the low seed 
stocks created by the Argentine strike 
affected crushers. Now the trouble is 
greatly intensified by the _ railroad 
strike, which is stopping the shipment 
of seed to the mills and delivery of 
oil to consumers. Crushers in some 
cases are buying oil, directly and in- 
directly, from each other to cover ex- 
isting contracts. For these reasons 
the price of spot oil is firmly held, in 
spite of the lack of new business from 
the jobbers and paint manufacturers. 
Some Danish, Dutch and English oil 
is coming to America now at prices 
ranging from $1.70 to $1.75 a gallon, 
but the quantity is not large enough to 
afford much ease to the trade. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., April 14, 1920. 


The market for oil is very quiet in tone, 
with no feature to report. The switchmen’'s 
strike tied up the out movement and supplies 
are not moving to the buyers at all freely. 
Complaints have been received that oil al- 
ready at destination is not being delivered to 
buyers Interest in fresh offerings for quick 
shipment is light, only a few scattering sales 
being reported. Crushers are still in a poor 
position to offer any immediate oil and no 
important lot could be obtained no matter how 
bad a prospective buyer wanted it One tank 
car lot was sold for nearby shipment, which 
was the largest order taken. 

The demand for deferred oil is about as quiet 
as the demand for spot or nearby. The trade 
seems to be pretty well filled up and cancel- 
lations of building contracts due to the high 
price of building material is no doubt the 
cause of the quietness of the oil market at 
present. 

Shipping directions are plentiful and ac- 
cumulating, but while the mail service may 
function the freight service does not, and con- 
sequently the crushers are in no position to do 
anything to help out the position of the buyers. 
tefore the strike hit the country it was hard 
enough to get cars, but now the obtaining of 
cars has little to do with the situation, as they 
cannot be moved after they are loaded. There 
are embargoes against shipping to most of the 
markets supplied with oil by local crushers 
and the railroad companies will not sign 
freight bills. 

Spot and nearby oil is quoted at $1.82 and 
July-December at $1.67.

According to advices reach- 
ing this city from Italy a ban has been 
placed on olive foots, and payment on 
al] goods now under contract is re- 
quired to be made in gold dollars. 
There was nothing learned about pros- 

cts of Spanish foots’ shipments. 
Italian foots to arrive were quoted at 
ac, ex dock New York, and on spot, 
11 1%¢. ex dock. Based on asking prices 
in Spain, oil ex dock New York would 
be from 25c. to 50c. per gallon higher 
than present prices here. 

A New York importer in a statement 
forwarded to this publication says:— 

‘Tt is readily seen that spot stocks 
of edible oil, which were purchased 
prior to the time of the new regula- 
tions, which provide for reserve stocks 
in Spain, can be sold at considerably 
lower prices than new importations. 
Our opinion is that when the spot 
stocks have been liquidated, both by 
ourselves and by competitors, that a 
yery marked increase in the values of 
olive oil will become effective. 

“The Spanish yovernment insists 
that no export permits be granted un- 
less the regulations are strictly com- 
plied with.” 

PALM OIL.—This market has been 
fairly steady, and a better feeling has 
been noted since an upturn occurred in 
other oils of the group. Soap makers 
in some sections of the country have 
been compelled to suspend manufactur- 
ing on account of the dearth of coal. 
The transportation tie-up in New York 
has served as a barrier to some buy- 
ers. Lagos in casks was quoted at 16@ 
164%c. per pound in New York; Niger, 
14%c.; Bonny Old Calabar, 16c., and 
Red Sherbro, 15c. 


PEANUT OIL.—Oriental oil showed 
a better level at the close in common 
with soya and coconut oils. Five tanks 
of Oriental oil had sold at 15%c. per 
pound, f. 0. b. Pacific coast. Later 
offering prices were 16%c. and bids at 
léc. The improvement showed itself 
shortly after the sale of oleo stearine. 
Reports that lard had been purchased 
by Belgium were denied by people in 
a position to know. Domestic refined 
oil was quoted at 25c. per pound in 
barrels at New York. 


PERILLA OIL.—tThe perilla oil mar- 
ket has held fairly steady in the week. 
Inquiry has been retarded by the poor 
situation in transportation. Crude oil 
in barrels at New York was quoted at 
25e. per pound, and in sellers’ tanks, 
20%c. per pound, f. o. b. Pacific coast. 

POPPYSEED OIlL.—Stocks of this 
market oil were reported to be scanty, 
and the tone of the market has heen a 
steady one for some months, due in 
part to the limited stocks available 
here. Domestic crushed oil was quoted 
at $3.95 per gallon in barrels. 

RAPESEED OTL.—The rapeseed oil 
market was fairly steady, stocks re- 
ported modera‘e for blown and selling 
restricted, partly on account of the 
strike on the railroads. Blown rape- 
seed oil was quoted at $1.70 per gallon 
in barrels at New York: refined, $1.64. 

SOYA BEAN OTL.—The soya bean 
oil market experienced improvement 
near the close of the period, reflecting 
the condition in other oils. Sales pre- 
ceding the upturn had been made at 
from 13c. to 13%,c. per pound, sellers’ 
tanks, Western city. The level there- 
after began at 13%,c, per pound, f.o. b. 
Pacific coast. In some quarters the 
improvement appeared to be a surprise.

MARGARIN TAXES 
IN DYER BILL 


Discriminatory Tax 
On Colored Oleomargarine and 
Urges Change of Name 


WASHINGTON, April 16. 1920. 

Elimination of the discriminatory tax 
on colored oleomargarine is the principal 
object of a bill introduced by Representa- 
tive Dyer, of Missouri. It proposes to 
change the name of the product to “mar- 
garin."” It proposes special taxes of $600 
per year upon every manufacturer of 
margarin and $200 a year on wholesale 
dealers in margarin. 

It is provided in the bill that manu- 
facturers must make full reports to the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue and 
that books shall be kept by them in ac- 
cordance with government specifications 
under penalty of $500 fine or six months’ 
imprisonment, or both 

The bill provides that margarin shall 
be put up by manufacturers in cartons 
or other packages of 1, 2, 3, 4. 5 and 10 
pounds, each package to be sealed with 
a stamp bearing the name “margarin.” 
A tax of 1 cent per pound is provided 
for in the bill, the tax being represented 
by the internal revenue stamp on each 
package Sale of margarin_ without 
proper stamp, ete., is punishable by 
$2,000 fine or two vears’ imprisonment 
or both under the bill, provided that ex- 
port margarin is exempt from this sec- 
tion. 

Imported margarin shall pay in addi- 
tion to the duty an internal revenue tax 
of 5 cents per pound represented by cou- 
pon stamps, the penalty for violating 
which provision is $5000 fine or two 
years’ imprisonment or both. Margarin 
removed from factories with stamps, etc 
would be liable to confiscation by the 
government under the bill Fraud on 
the government by the manufacturer is 
punishable by $5,000 fine or three years’ 
imprisonment, besides confiscation of ma- 
terials, product, ete Provisions of law 
in conflict with the bill would under its 
terms be repealed The bill would be- 
come effective July 1 after the date of 
its enactment. 

The bill provides that

All substances heretofore known as _ oleo 
margarine, oleo, oleomargarine oil, butterine, 
lardine, suine, and neutral; all mixtures and 
compounds of oleomargarine, oleo, oleomar 
garine oil, butterine, lardine, suine, and neu- 
tral; all lard extracts and tallow extracts; 
and all mixtures and compounds of tallow, 
beef fat, suet, lard, lard oil, vegetable oil, 
annotto, and other coloring matter, intestinal 
fat, and offal fat made in imitation or sem- 
blance of butter, or when so made, calculated, 
or intended to be sold as butter or for butter

TUESDAY SESSION STARTS REAL PROGRAM 
OF THE NINTH ANNUAL MEETING 


Tuesday witnessed the first session of 
the association. In the forenoon the 
Scientific Section cleaned up all the un- 
finished business of the preceding day, 
listened to a lecture on the “Electron 


qheory of the Constuution of Matter,” 
by Professor Matthew Steel, disposed of 
the new business in short order and then 
went out to lunch preparatory to recon- 
yening in the afternoon to commence the 
real program of the ninth annual meet- 


ing, omptly at 2 p. m. the convention was 
called to order by President R. C. Stofer. 
Two new members were elected, F. A. 
Thompson Co., of Detroit, and P._ E. 
Anderson & Co. of New York city, after 
which President Stofer delivered nis ad- 
dress, of which the following is an ab- 


stract :-— 


Address of the President 


The volume of business transacted during 
the past year has indeed been very satis- 
factory. While the fluctuation in prices of 
raw materials has been marked and the 
downward course of many articles most 
gratifying, it is my belief that few serious 
losses have been incurred, Unquestionably, 
we are at the moment at a stage where 
natural and economic laws are somewhat 
strained. We believe, however, that the fu- 
ture has in store for our business no very 
serious upturns or downturns. It is a_well- 
known fact that the products which we 
handle have, as a whole, given evidence of 
more stable prices than have the bulk of 
other commodities. It is true that during the 
war the members of our association § pro- 
duced of their line and sold to the govern- 
ment upon strictly competitive prices and 
that each of us in this competition took to 
heart the appeal of the government and re- 
solved that profits should not enter into 
consideration. As a result of this practice, 
it was inevitable that market conditions 
were not serious!y disturbed; consequently, 
even though the peak of high prices in 
general commodities has been reached, the 
possible decline of such has no terror for us. 

It is well known that the raw materials 
for our industry are gathered from every 
section of the globe. The natural law of 
supply and demand will always operate, and 
doubtless many products will never be re- 
stored to pre-war prices because of the 
higher wages and general costs incidental 
to the collection, preparation and distribu- 
tion of such basic materials. 

Therefore, as far as we can see, the whole- 
sale or the retail trade have little to fear 
as to shrinking values of stocks of our pro- 
duction. On the other hand, if ever there 
was a time when scientific stockkeeping 
should be intensively studied—by scientific, 
I mean careful discrimination as to the ac- 
cumulation of stocks too far in advance of 
normal consumption—it is right now. It is 
my impression that the member firms of our 
association turn their capital with less fre- 
quency than any other known line. This is 
largely due to the fact that much of our 
basic material is seasonal in character, and 
therefore stocks of such must be purchased 
covering requirements for the year, and 


sometimes several years. 


Executive Committee 


This paper is termed the president's re- 
port, a sort of message to you from the 
executive head of your association, for the 
time being. Its shortcomings need not seri- 
ously concern us, for TIT am happy to state 
that, fortunately, the Executive Committee, 
including the ceneral secretary, are the real 
managers of this association. Without their 
constructive advice, without the time which 
they have devoted to traveling. in order to be 
in prompt attendance upon the meetings of 
the Executive Committee, our association work 
would make but little headway. The members 
of the committee have not only been very 
ready in responding to calls for meetings, but 
have written and advised with your general 
secretary and your president, and have always 
displayed an exceptional interest in the wel 
fare of the association and its affairs. I 
am not unmindful of the fact that the 
membership of the asosciation has displayed 
a degree of personal interest in its concerns 
which is indeed remarkable in associational 
matters. We have a small, compact body 
of men of high business ability, and special 
technical skill. I know of no other associa- 
tion where the various committees have 
shown such marked interest and have will- 
ingly given of their time, their knowledge 
and their ability for the benefit of their 
fqlow-members and the extension of their 
association. 

It is therefore little wonder that all of us 
are filled with pardonable pride and a deep 
measure of loyalty to this, our association, 
and its activities. 


General Counsel 


Unquestionably, during the past three or 
four months we have very keenly felt the 
absence of one of our most loyal and con- 
structive members—one who was present at 
the birth of this association, and who then 
builded even better than he new. C, M. 
Woodruff's health was such that it was 
necessary for him to leave the vigorous 
Northern climate for the more health-giv- 
ing, balmy atmosphere found in the State 
of California. We sincerely trust that his 
health has been fully restored and that a 
beneficent Providence will spare him to us 
for many yeays, and that we may continue 
to profit by his counsel and advice. 


Washington Representation 


By reason of the aforementioned circum- 
stances we felt the necessity of such repre- 
sentation at the seat of government as 
would insure our being promptly in receipt 
of all necessary information, both legisla- 
tive and regulative. Your Executive Com- 
mittee, therefore, employed the services of

necessary, we felt it our duty to promptly 
advise with legislators or departmental 
heads, bringing to them the practical and 
technical information which would aid them 
in reaching fair decisions as the result of 
a thorough knowledge of the conditions 
surrounding our business. 


We have always believed that mutual 
confidence and hearty co-operation should 
exist between departmental heads and the 
representatives of our industry. We have al- 
ways been exceedingly careful to present 
facts, and facts only, and when called 
upon for advice and information, we have 
made it a practice to approach the problem, 
not from a selfish, business viewpoint only, 
but from the viewpoint of loyal American 
citizens, concerned in the common good, 
seeking to strengthen and uphold our Con- 
stitution, our government, and the laws of 
the United States of America. This same 
policy we desire to pursue, and we trust 
that as the result of proper representation, 
we can in the future be more prompt in 
the submission of all necessary information, 
and that as the result of this co-operatve 
endeavor upon our part, we will in turn 
receive from the various departments a mea- 
sure of co-operation born of mutual con- 
fidence and esteem. . 


Scientific Section 


One of the most important accomplishments 
of our association was the formation of our 
Scientific Section, which developed from the 
appointment of a Scientific Committee. This 
committee, under the able leadership and guid- 
ance of Dr. Dohme, displayed a very great 
interest in the problems which he directed to 
their attention. The technical and scientific 
ability at hand evidenced the necessity and 
importance of the work which could thus be 
performed; the attendance upon the meetings 
of the Scientific Committee accentuated the 
desire of those connected with our laboratories 
for more intensive research work, and for a 
furtherance of the advantages derived from 
conferences and correspondence between its 
members. It is my belief that the Scientific 
Section, notwithstanding the amount of con- 
structive work which has already been per- 
formed, is still in its infancy. 


The hope has frequently been expressed that 
the time is not far distant when an associa- 
tional laboratory will be equipped under the 
leadership of an able chemist, selected prefer- 
ably from the personnel of our Scientific Com- 
mittee; that the laboratory may be equipped 
with all necessary appliances to facilitate the 
pursuit of intensive investigations in the field 
of science, directly related to the industries 
represented. It is, of course, well known to 
our members that the scientific division has 
already presented to the Pharmacopeial Revi- 
sion Committee some very valuable data. It 
is our hope and belief that our Scientific Sec- 
tion will be of material assistance to the Revi- 
sion Committee during its work in the revision 
of the forthcoming Pharmacopeia. 


Our Scientific Section has filled a much- 
needed void, and as a result of the con- 
structive, co-operative endeavor which exists 
between the Pharmacopeial Revision Commit- 
tee and this section, we may hope to do our 
share toward making the forthcoming Phar- 
macopeia a handbook of great practical value 
to the medical and pharmaceutical profession 
of the United ‘States. 

I venture to say that the time is not far dis- 
tant when the commercial laboratories of our 
great manufacturing establishments will prove 
to be the post-graduate laboratory of colleges 
and universities. Positions therein will be 
eagerly sought, for the purpose of obtaining 
practical, technical training to supplement the 
scientific knowledge previously obtained. Un- 
fortunately, our association is small in num- 
bers, The organization and equipment of a 
laboratory such as above described would un- 
questionably require a large monetary outlay, 
and if later a practical working scheme is 
developed, it would undoubtedly require inde- 
pendent financing While we al] sincerely 
hope that the scheme presented by Dr. Herty 
will finally become a reality, it is the belief 
of many, which is shared by our Executive 
Committee, that unless it seems likely of 
early fruition, our Scientific Section should 
take the initiative, with the assistance which 
can be rendered by our association. 


Cancellation of Commodity Rates 


Early in March, under Transportation Bul- 
letin No. H-6, the chairman of our Committee 
on ‘Transportation directed the attention of the 
membership to the possibility of the cancella- 
tion of the westbound transcontinental com- 
modity rates on drugs, medicines and chem- 
icals, which, according to the information at 
hand, would increase the less than carload 
rate from New York to the coast from $3.12 
to $4.62% per hundred pounds, and in carload 
rates from $2.31% to $4 per hundred pounds. 
Many articles now permitted in consolidated 
cars would also be eliminated. 

In addition to the advance caused by the 
elimination of commodity rates, it is the an- 
nounced intention of the carriers to advance 
the class rates as well. While it is true that 
the railroads have been operating under gov- 
ernment ownership at a tremendous loss, and 
while perhaps the advancement of class rates 
is an absolute necessity, we should resist with 
all possible vigor the proposed cancellation of 
commodity rates, particularly as it applies to 
drugs and chemicals, Unfortunately, it so 
often happens that in the legislative halls and 
elsewhere, drugs and medicines are pounced 
upon as a commodity which will bear all sorts 
of loading. Indeed, it has appeared in the 
past that drugs and medicines have been 
looked upon as luxuries; whereas, as a matter 
of fact, these commodities are those which 
should in every instance be taxed the least 
and penalized the least, in order to make the 
burden of being sick as light as possible. Un- 
questionably, the burden of sickness falls most 
heavily upon the masses, the wage workers, 

se Who in times of affliction receive the 
ess serious economic setbacks. 








Pharmaceutical Publicity 


During the past year Professor Arny has 
arduously worked for the development of a 
National Committee on Pharmaceutical Pub- 
licity. Your Executive Committee, while in- 
dorsing the general plan, hesitated to commit 
your association until such time as the sub- 
ject could be presented to you in a construc- 
tive manner for your consideration and dis- 
cussion, The Executive Committee will present 
a resolution bearing upon this subject. There 
is little doubt but that such a committee could 
perform work of inestimable value. Facts 
should be presented for the information of all 
people, pointing to the important fleld occu- 
pied by the pharmaceutical profession. While 
we know that pharmacy is the handmaiden of 


medicine, the vast majority of people do not 
properly comprehend the importance of our in- 
dustry 


Sensational writers frequently weave the 
most startling and blood-curdling stories by 
using for their purpose the chemist or phar- 
macist, and picturing him as the producer 
and purveyor of mysterious and sinister com- 
pounds and the distributor of dope to the un- 
derworld. They launch fantastic stories of the 
destruction to life and health caused by the 
employment of the concoctions which have 
never existed. The lay mind is impressed with 
the fact that an individual or corporation 
handling medicines coins money with greater 
ease and facility than does the owner of a 
diamond or gold mine, Unfortunately, the 
chemist and pharmacist consider this fleld a 
sacred trust. He is bound by certain ethics 
which prevent lim from refuting slanderous 
statements, or in any manner conveying to the 
public true facts pertaining to his art, 


Should a pharmaceutical publicity commit- 
tee become a reality, it is the opinion of your 
Executive Committee that the work of such 
committee should be most constructive, to- 
tally void of sensationalism, dignified in tone 
and highly educational in character, 


Chambers of Commerce 


Your president recommends that we continue 
our affiliation and that our national counsellor, 
Charles J. Lynn, be reappointed, and that as 
far as possible it be the policy of this asso- 
ciation to reappoint the same nationa] coun- 
sellor year after year, or as long as such 
national counsellor is willing to give of his 
time and his energy for this important work. 
We are already familiar with the fact that 
the Chamber of Commerce of the United States 
proposes to erect a building in Washington. 
Your Executive Committee will doubtless pre- 
sent a resolution indorsing this most construc- 
tive movement. However, because of the fact 
that our association is national in character, 
and its members are affiliated with local cham- 
bers of commerce dnd other civic organizations, 
we respectfully recommend that they encour- 
age this work by their financial aid in their 
respective communities, 


Plans are being completed for an organiza- 
tion meeting in the early fall. While many 
members are vitally interested in the further- 
ance of exports, I am not prepared to say that 
the majority of the membership is so _ in- 
terested. This subject is therefore referred to 
you for your careful consideration, It is an 
undisputed fact that unless foreign trade is 
sought the time is not far distant, at the pres- 
ent-day rate of production, when the point of 
domestic saturation will have been reached. 

We are no longer an isolated nation. The 
world war has completely changed our posi- 
tion, and therefore the continued development 
of our nation is not possible unless we par- 
ticipate in the world commerce and finances. 


National Prohibition Law 


As the result of the enactment of the High- 
teenth Amendment and the Volstead act, the 
pharmaceutical industry suddenly found itself 
charged with grave responsibility. Your Leg- 
islative Committee, your Executive Committee 
and your officers ‘have been keenly alive to 
the importance of the problem confronting us. 
Our members have, with commendable en- 
deavor, striven, not only to obey the letter, 
but the spirit of the law as well. We have 
participated in conferences; we have assured 
the Internal Revenue Department and the divi- 
sion having the enforcement of the law in 
hand of our earnest desire to co-operate with 
them. To this end, your Executive Committee 
has invited Prohibition Commissioner Kramer 
to appoint a representative of his department 
to confer with us upon this occasion. 

Here again constructive co-operative endeavor 
upon the part of our members has been and 
will continue to be in evidence. It is appre- 
ciated by all parties at interest that too heavy 
a burden must not be laid upon the masses, as 
a result of unnecessary restrictive regulations, 
which would simply add to the sum total of 
unrest and discontent at present abounding. 


From the expressions received from members, 
your Executive Committee believes that it is 
the desire of the rank and file of our member- 
ship to refrain from producing or selling any 
class of medicines which have, by the depart- 
ment, been ruled to be fit for beverage pur- 
poses, as it is seemingly the policy of every 
member that our noble profession should not 
be degraded by automatically becoming liquor 
dealers by virtue of the taking out of a liquor 
license or permit for the sale of legitimate, 
useful, yes, necessary medicines, which should 
be freely available for their proper and, in 
the main, urgent necessary use. 

I am very sure that our Executive Commit- 
tee and the Scientific Section will gladly co- 
operate with the Technical Division of the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau, having in mind the 
curbing of abuse and having in mind, if neces- 
sary, the modification of any medicinal com- 
pound which is frequently or even semi- 
occasionally prescribed by the medical profes- 
sion. It should be borne in mind that what- 
ever safeguards the department may place 
around the sale and distribution of such com- 
pounds, should by no means be so restrictive 
as to cause the consumer unnecessary addi- 
tional cost, because of the materially added 
expense incidental to the legitimate sale and 
distribution thereof. 


German Chemicals 


About thirty days ago this association re- 
ceived a communication from Hon. St. John 
Perrett, chief of the War Trade Board Section, 
State Department, making inquiry as to the 
advisability of the admission of certain German 
chemicals, many of which had previously been 
exploited and sold with the protection of an 
United States patent, and, in some instances, 
the added protection of a trade-marked name. 
Your secretary and Executive Committee gave 
serious consideration to this important sub- 
ject, and a communication was addressed to 
Mr. Perrett by the secretary, under the in- 
structions of the Executive Committee, which 
communication is in the secretary's file, and 
may be read for your information and con- 
sideration, should you so desire. 

You will distinctly recall that American 
manufacturers were urged and encouraged in 
the development of processes and the establish- 
ment of plants for the production of medicinal 
chemicals and dyestuffs which had heretofore 
never been produced in this country. To now 
grant the admission of such materials except- 
ing under strict regulative conditions, and a 
protective tariff or other safeguard would, in 
my judgment, be an act of bad faith upon the 
part of our government. While, in the list 
submitted, there appeared items which are not 
now manufactured in this country, unquestion- 
ably, as the chemical industry develops, there 
will, from time to time, be material additions 
to the line. Therefore, while the admission of 
many of the items would at the moment not 
have worked a serious hardship upon our 
members, we considered the subject from a 
broad, economic, patriotic viewpoint. Every 
possible protection must be accorded the devel- 
opment of these infant industries, and the 
workers necessary for the production of chem- 
icals and dyestuffs, which will ultimately 
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prove, whether in peace or in war, a strong, 
economic factor in our national life. 


Taxation 


The time is not far distant, indeed, it is al- 
ready at hand, when the present system of war 
taxes to which every patriotic citizen loyally 
and gladly subscribed, should be abolished. A 
more simplified form of reporting should be 
provided, and it is the belief of many of the 
leaders in commerce and finance that the excess 
profit tax should be abolished, because it has 
already become an unbearable burden and will 
ultimately prove a retarding influence in the 
development of our national life, as it relates 
to commerce and industry. 


It has been stated by representatives of some 
of the large industries, that in spite of the 
belief that the present high rate of taxes is 
passed along to the consumer, there is in- 
disputable evidence that in highly competitive 
lines, which is particularly applicable to the 
industries represented by our association, much 
of the tax has been paid by the industry and 
not by the consumer. On the other hand, 
doubtless the multiplication of overheads from 
dealer to dealer has, in the main, been largely 
responsible for the ever-increasing advance in 
commodity costs. While much has been said, 
and there seems to be a growing opinion that 
the proposed tax on sales will provide a more 
equitable distribution, and, on the whole, prove 
less burdensome than the present system of 
taxation, at the same time insuring to the 
government the necessary amount of revenue, 
your Executive Committee has as yet not con- 
sidered this vitally important problem, and 
therefore we have no recommendations to 
make, except to suggest that this subject re- 
ceive the careful consideration of our mem- 
bers, in order that the incoming officers and 
Executive Committee may receive an expres- 
sion of your views and direct their endeavors 
in accordance with your desire. 


Barely had the members registered 
their approval of the masterly manner in 
which President Stofer had recorded the 
work of the association during the past 
year, when the inexorable schedule was 
put into effect and Secretary W. J. 
Woodruff was called upon to deliver his 
paper on “Greater Possibilities of Our 
Latent Power,” which in effect consti- 
tuted his report for the year. His re- 
marks were as follows :— 


Report of the Secretary 


This year’s report of the secretary is in- 
spired by a conviction that has been growing 
firmer in his mind for some time. If I may 
be permitted to indulge myself in a home- 
made text for my sermon, iet me offer this— 
“The horse in the barn doesn’t turn any fur- 
rows."’ To be less figurative, your presumptu- 
ous secretary believes that, while the member- 
ship, with industry generally, is complainingly 
permitting itself to be seriously hampered by 
adverse influences, it possesses vast poten- 
tialities for correcting those evils of which it 
is not availing itself. 


Great Latent Power 


It is safe to assert that, with the single 
exception of the Proprietary Association, no 
single factor in the drug trade or medicine 
possesses the potential power for remedying 
its evils that this industry possesses. It is 
likewise safe to say that no industry is using 
so small a proportion of its potential power in 
its attempts to meet its problems. 

The fact that an association represents a 
manufacturing industry implies powerful re- 
serves of organization experience—of big caliber 
men—the association can say the last without 
immodesty for men who manage such great 
units can be nothing else—and— but here I 
must focus my meaning well—if I mention 
capital as a source of power, I do not mean 
to imply its use as a force for coercion, cor- 
ruption, undue influence or suppression of truth 
or justice, or for any other use immoral or 
even unethical. I mention it rather for the 
legitimate uses to which it can be put, uses 
in no way inconsistent with the public wel- 
fare. We could be charged with nothing worse 
than a desire to have justice done us if we 
used it, let us say for the dissemination of 
truthful information that would make the 
public proof against the misrepresentations of 
either those with ulterior motives or of well 
intentioned but ignorant reformers. 

The A. M. A. has long been regarded by 
many in pharmaceutical and medical circles as 
the dominant factor in these fields, with almost 
irresistible power for bringing the other factors 
into absolute subjugation, if it should ever 
will to so exercise its strength, which I am 
not contending. Yet, why should this be so? 
Their organization, it is true, has the advan- 
tage of many years more building than has 
our own, but it is nothing that could not be 
easily duplicated were the organization expe- 
rience of the membership applied intensively 
to the task. And outside of this, the natural 
advantages are with this association. It can- 
not be said that the financial resources of the 
A. M. A. are anywhere near as great as those 
of this industry. And it must be admitted 
that their organization lacks the coherency 
of one with our smaller and more compact 
membership. The interest of the average 
physician in the A. M. A. is only general in 
character. The A. M. A. can only deal with 
problems that affect him indirectly in a 
scarcely palpable way and besides he is not 
likely to be in sympathy with all its decisions. 
It would be a physical impossibility for an 
organization with better than 50,000 members 
to reflect the sentiment of the individual as 
accurately as does our own association of 
from fifty to sixty members, and to reflect 
it, moreover, ninety-nine times out of a hun- 
dred. The so-called advantages of its mem- 
bers are in my judgment negatived by the 
disadvantages. What elements of strength its 
numbers do possess are offset, it seems to me, 
by the fact that you cannot compare the in- 
fluence of a single individual physician with 
that of a manufacturing establishment such 
as goes to make up our membership. 

There is nothing that the A. M. A., or 
any other association, has done or can do that 
we cannot equal, or—if their activity is ad- 
verse to our legitimate interest—offset, if the 
industry is only of a mind to devote a fair 
proportion of its resources of brains and money 
and experience to the enterprise. Let me put 
you at your ease. This is not a preface to the 
submission of some proposal involving vast 
expenditures. I am not coming to you with 
a proposition on which I expect you to act at 
this meeting. It is simply my intention to put 
to you more concretely than I have done before 
some of the constitutional remedies that appeal 
to me as cures. 

If, acting on your own initiative, you should 
ever see fit to adopt them, they would call, 
it is true, for much larger sums than you 
have been in the habit of expending on asso- 
ciation activities. Their proportion to the 
sales of the industry, however, would be 
trifling compared to the proportion that an 
advertising appropriation of reasonable size 
bears to the advertiser's annual gross sales. 
and the good they would accomplish would 
make the expenditure an even more profitable 
investment. 

In past reports I have hinted in perhaps 
rather vague terms that this industry needs a

Follow-Up of the Campaign 


The auxiliaries that could be brought to the 
support of such a campaign are multifarious, 
put there is one that I would perticularly rec- 
ommend, Your magazine advertisements should 
be calculated to arouse an interest in the 
rader—perhaps in the form of curiosity—for 
further information of a character that would 
further the objects of your campaign. If the 
advertisements were a success in this respect 
we would find our readers impressed in vary- 
ing degrees at any given stage of the cam- 
ign. Some would be just sufficiently inter- 
ested perhaps to watch for the next advertise- 
ment, others would be sufficiently interested 
to send for a booklet giving promise of satis- 
fying their human thirst for accounts of the 
mystical or the magical or the unexpected. 

The very fact that he thinks of alcohol only 
as a thing of evil would arouse the reader's 
curiosity in a booklet with some such title as 
“Our Faithful Servant Alcohol,’’ while others 
who take umbrage at the loss of their daily 
glass of beer or wine would be interested in it 
out of a sympathetic attitude for a friend 
whom they think is being unduly abused A 
colorful but accurate story in popular lan- 
guage of the wonders alcohol performs as a 
solvent would be of as great if not greater in- 
terest than ‘‘the story of a grain of wheat"’ 
or “the story of a piece of coal’’ or other 

ular science stories of their ilk. 

In thinking of the distribution of such book- 
lets through popular advertising you must 
think in terms of hundreds of thousands. Think 
of what it would mean to educate such an 
army to the fact that there is a praiseworthy 
use of alcohol that must be safeguarded, and 
if you made proper use of your material you 
would incidentally develop gome one of the

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fundamental aims of your campaign. To take 
one of those I have suggested you could in 
the development of your story of alcohol treat 
of some conspicuous example of a therapeutic 
agent developed in the laboratory of the manu- 
facturer und impress this same army with 
the fact that the medicinal manufacturer is 
one of the most important factors in the scien- 
tific progress of curative agents. 


Effect of Campaign 


In the past years of the association’s exist- 
ence I verily believe that the industry has not 
become known to as many as ten thousand 
persons outside the medical and pharmaceu 
tical worlds. In one year a campaign of this 
character would bring it to the attention, and 
that in a most favorable light, of hundreds of 
thousands, if not millions, of ‘people, making 
them less susceptible to unsound propaganda 
and less likely to add their voices to the de- 
mand for legislation in response to it, 


Besides this you have the consideration that 
magazines are read not only by the rank and 
file, but also by the bureau chief who formu- 
lates the regulations you must follow, by that 
legislative activating agent of great potency, 
the public spirited clubwoman, and no less by 
the legislator, the editor, the preacher and a 
hundred other influential elements in the body 
politic 


One legislator thus influenced might give 
your cause a champion sufficiently strong to 
turn the tide of a legislative contest in your 
favor and one editor impressed with your im- 
portant public mission and your worthiness 
might give your cause the weight of a journal 
of great influence in molding the opinion of 
thousands of readers. 


You stand to gain not only the benefit of a 
sympathetic public opinion in the aggregate, 
but also the championship of single elements 
in that heterogeneous mass called the people 
whose good will can be of great direct benefit 
to you, Your activities would likewise tend 
to stimulate a public interest in matters medi- 
cinal that would react on the public press and 
stimulate the publication of articles to your 
interest, articles all the more influential be 
cause they would not bear your stamp. 


Esteem Through Attainment 


I hope I have said enough on this point of 
publicity to illustrate that the matter of giving 
ethical medicinal manufacture an _ influential 
and representative place among the industries 
of the country, a place that will make it 
proof against the domination of any other 
force, is simply a question of employing the 
great latent forces within ourselves that are 
now lying dormant. 

Advertising in national magazines is not the 
only channel through which these forces can 
be applied. In fact, the imagination can con 
ceive of so many others that it is my pur- 
pose merely to cite one or two by way of illus- 
tration rather than to attempt to cover them 
all comprehensively. Let one additional one 
suffice. 

When you consider the years of experience 
and accumulated data, the wealth of scientific 
brains, the elaborate organizations of labora- 
tory equipment and the great advantage of 
organized capital that is behind this indus- 
try your imagination must conceive a rather 
glowing picture of the leading place that the 
industry could attain in medical science if it 
would only make full use of its powers. It is 
quite true that we have the prejudice of the 
scholastic scientist with which to contend, but 
I hope to show that the prejudice is no very 
formidable obstacle after all. 

There are innumerable drugs on which the 
literature is unsatisfactory or meager. There 
are scientific men universally recognized as 
authorities and whose work on these drugs 


would at once receive recognition from all 
factors in the scientific world. In the archives 
of our members are many years’ accumulations 
of invaluable data on these drugs. There are 
besides some fifty odd laboratories whose co 
operation would give a research worker ample 
corroborative tests. 

If the membership were disposed to make 
full use of its resources the association could 
select some problem whose solution would con- 
stitute a conspicuous contribution to the science 
of medicine, it could likewise retain a man of 
this caliber to devote a year or more of his 
time to it, and it could give him many years 
start on a private investigator working alone 
by placing the experience of its members at 
his disposal and by giving him the co-operation 
of these fifty odd laboratories. 

His report, published under the auspices of 
the association and given freely to the world, 
would be accepted on the strength of his name 
by even those ultra academic scientists who 
deprecate the work of commercial laboratories, 

Conceive of the interest with which a work 
of so elaborate a character would be received 
by the pharmaceutical and medical worlds and 
ask yourself if many years would pass before 
these annual or biennial contributions to sci 
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ence by the American Drug Manufacturers’ 
Association would take their place ag one of 
the most eagerly awaited and most authorita- 
tive of scientific series. And, judged in the 
light of this work, the American Drug Manu 
facturers’ Association and the industry It rep- 
resents would most certainly grow in public 
esteem. 

It is from your Scientific Section that this 
recommendation, fathered by Dr. Eldred of Eli 
Lilly & Co., comes, and though it may be the 
most ambitious recommendation ever made by 
the section, it is only in keeping with the scaje 
on which the association should begin to do 
things if it would make the most of its possi- 
vilities, 

The growth in the co-operative spirit in the 
industry which your secretary has watched 
with a good deal of satisfaction during the 
past four years causes him to hope that the 
message of this report does not wander too far 
beyond the confines within which you think 
the association should be kept. But if it does, 
he accepts your dictum with all the good grace 
of a loyal servant, and he hopes in turn that 
you will pardon his frankness as inspired by a 
sincere desire to advance the interests of the 
membership. 





WEDNESDAY SESSIONS TAKEN UP WITH 
REPORTS OF IMPORTANT COMMITTEES 


The second session of the association 
was held Wednesday forenoon. Follow- 
ing a report of the War Service Commit- 
tee made by Williard Ohliger, the chair- 
man, a discussion was held of the gocial 
insurance problem. This included a talk 
by Harry B. Mason, chairman of the 
Committee on Social Insurance on the 
“Present Status of Compulshory Health 
Insurance,” and a “Survey of Employe 
Insurance Conditions Among Members,” 
by H. A. B. Dunning. 


Following the conference on employment 
problems there was a discussion of legis- 
lative matters, which included the report 
of the Committee of Legislation, of which 
Charles M. Woodruff is chairman This 
report was thorough and complete and 
dealt with the new food and drug regula- 
tions, the mailing of poisons, the amended 
Harrison act regulations, the eighteenth 
amendment, literature on venereal dis- 
eases, sales subject to rebate for decline 
in price, State stamp tax laws, trade- 
marks in Latin-American countries, price 


maintenance legislation, formula disclos- 
ure legislation, uniform drug legislation, 
compulsory health insurance, public 


health legislation and miscellaneous meas- 
ures. 


With the bringing to a close of the 
Round Table discussion of the practice otf 
guaranteeing against a decline in prices, 
the second session adjourned at noon to 
partake of a luncheon tendered by the 
association to its guests and members. 

The third session was called to order 
at 2 p. m., and opened with a discussion 
of transportation problems. This in- 
cluded the reports of the Committee on 
Transportation, of which George M. Riefer 
is chairman. The past year has brought 
a number of changes favorable to the 
shipper, the committee reports. The con- 
solidated classification, combining three 
publications and unifying the rules and 
regulations in various territories. has be- 
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come a reality. Several items were added 
to the description of articles, ta’:ing drugs 
in trans-continental freight tariffs, mak- 
ing a substantial reduction in freight on 
these commodities. To clarify the items 
and insure uniform interpretation of them, 
hair tonic, liquid rennet, glycerine and 
— others were given specific men- 
ion. 


Following this introduction the report 
dealt with transportation legislation of 
the past year. Steps have been taken by 
the Legislation Committee for the exemp- 
tion of medicines from embargo, and the 
report recounted these steps. Suggestions 
were made for the packing and marking 
of shipments, and the law regarding 
claims against carriers was explained. 
The report closed with a discussion of 
freight rates and tariffs. 


Then came a discussion of the sources 
of credit information based upon the re- 
port of the Committee on Credits and 
Collections, of which R. S. Eaton is chair- 
man. Mr. Eaton in the close of his re- 
port stressed the need for an earnest 
effort to remove trade abuses, such as 
the unjust taking of cash discounts, re- 
turning merchandise without justification 
or permission. The correction of these 
abuses lies largely with credit grantors, 
who, should they show a determined front 
and an unwillingness to deviate from 
rightful positions, would very quickly re- 
move these abuses.

Pure Alcohol Scarce in Canada and 
Druggists Ask Removal of Re- 


strictions on Immature 


Product 


WASHINGTON, April 16, 1920. 
A serious shortage of pure alcohol 
exists throughout the Province of On- 
tario at the present time, dealers expe- 
riencing extreme difficulty in obtaining 
supplies and the situation is one calcu- 
lated to cause grave concern, according 
toa report from the American consul at 
Kingston. There is no shortage of im- 
mature alcohol which is obtainable for 
manufacturing purposes only, but the 
mature alcohol is reported as being a 
scarce commodity. In view of this fact 
druggists are pressing for temporary re- 
moval of the restrictions upon immature 
alcohol. Canadian merchants have paid 
as high as $20 a gallon for alcohol. The 
last regular list price received had been 


$4.90 a gallon, but some druggists have 
since paid $13.50, according to the re- 


rt. 

vwith a view to relieving the situation 
the Ontario License Commission has 
placed an order in Cuba for 100,000 gal- 
lons of sugar alcohol, which is to be dis- 
posed of to manufacturers and druggists 
immediately upon its arrival. The ar- 
rival of this shipment is being looked 
forward to by Canadian druggists as 
promising at least temporary relief, it 
being said that sugar alcohol can be 
used for general purposes equally as well 
as grain alcohol.

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FRENCH RECONSTRUCTION DELAYED BY 
FEAR OF NEW GERMAN AGGRESSION 


M. M. Sterling, of Fougera & Co., Believes Inertia of Workers Due 
to Belief United States Has Deserted France—W ant 
America’s Assurance of Aid 


Montaigu Morgan Sterling, president of 
E. Fougera & Co., Inc., New York city, 
returned from France Saturday, April 10, 


on the steamer La France. Mr. Sterling 
had been abroad in the interest of his 
firm, and business matters brought him in 
closest touch with the leading French and 
English pharmaceutical and fine chemical 
manufacturers, This contact made pos- 
sible a broad survey of reconstructoin 
progress in those lines and buttressed by 
extensive first-hand investigations in- 
itiated among producers, consumers, la- 
borers, farmers, workmen, city and coun- 
try dwellers, Mr. Sterling came home with 


some pertinent views as to old world 
affairs. 
When interviewed by a representative 


of the Reporter, Mr. Sterling was frank 
enough to state that reconstruction in 
France had made but feeble progress. In 
London things were decidedly better and, 
in his opinion, British manufacturers have 
turned the corner of the road back to 
prosperity. In France, on the other hand, 
return to peace-time pursuits and pro- 
duction has been slow. 

A general lassitude has seized big busi- 
ness—especially on those standing at the 
top and affecting largely those on whom 
must fall direction of industry. Work- 
ingmen, he found, were more than anxious 
to get busy and are unable to grasp the 
lack of iniative displayed by their em- 
ployers. Unrest was to be discovered, but 
marked tendency toward the more radical 
forms of unrest was lacking among the 
working classes. 

“France is a nation of small capital- 
ists,” said Mr. Sterling. “There are a 
multitude of small concerns, small farms, 
small shops, small importers and export- 
ers, small factories. This in itself has 
been a stabilizing element in the caldron 
of European unrest, which has grown 
steadily since the armistice was signed. 
Despite this, French pharmaceutical man- 
ufacturers and producers of fine chemi- 
cals have been unable to stir the indus- 
tries into a healthy existence. Many of 
the largest plants were in the war-devas- 
tated area. Others had been reconstructed 
into munition plants during the war. Still 
others remained active in providing the 
army’s needs, but no machinery replace- 
ments have been made. The wear and 
tear of five years has made this impera- 
tive. The workingmen are willing, but 
the spirit of initiative is lacking. Many 
of the former experts in such labor have 
been killed. In fact, men between the 
ages of 25 and 45 are scarce—they lie 
among the 1,600,000 dead of France. This 


means that a new generation must be 
trained to the point of expertness. 
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We are importers from all parts of the world. If you have any- 
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of all this remains the shortage in fuel. 
French coal mines in the occupied regions 
during the war are still inoperative. De- 
liveries of coal required of the Germans 
by the treaty have not materialized in 
the quantity indicated. This naturally 
affects all French business. 


“Realizing the inertia of business, I 
strove to get to the bottom to learn ex- 
actly what was responsible for the in 
ability of the French manufacturer to re- 
turn to a normal balance. Admitting all 
the conditions confronting him, I felt that 
at the bottom something remained to ac- 
count for the lassitude—almost paralysis 
—which had seized upon not only their 
creative faculties but which also had 
rooted itself in French habits of thought, 
thus preventing the invigoration necessary 
if present conditions in France were to be 
overcome, 

“In the end, I found it—or I think I 
did,” continued Mr. Sterling. ‘The basic 
cause is fear. Fear has gripped the busi- 
ness men of the nation, and it is a fear 
of a Germany recovered—a Germany 
which has openly boasted abroad that 
within ten years she will drive back into 
France and not only nullify the treaty 
terms, but make France pay as never be- 
fore. 


“All other considerations have given 
way before this fear. Confidence is lack- 
and it was pitiful to see how eagerly 


French business men—I mean especially 
those in the pharmaceutical and fine 
chemical industry to which I have re- 
ferred—seize the slightest straw of hope. 
French business has viewed the develop- 
ments in the United States with misgiv- 
ing. It has felt that failure to ratify the 
Versailles Treaty and special treaty has 
meant that America has withdrawn her 
support to France. It is believed that the 
United States will not guarantee France 
from unprovoked invasion in the future. 

“This fear—that of America leaving 
France to shift for herself—is so real a 
thing to the chemical business that prog- 





ress toward reconstruction has _ been 
almost nil. Of course, it affects all busi- 
ness in equal measure. France needs 


American chemcal machinery, and to get 
it she must have longer credits than has 
been customary with American manufac- 
turers. She is willing to pay at the pres- 
ent exchange but must have credits of 
long duration to do so. If she cannot get 
this, French chemical men state that they 
will be driven to Germany for their needs. 

“Above all,” said Mr. Sterling. in clos- 
ing, “France wants assurance from the 
United States that we will back her 
against future unprovoked invasion of her 
territory. With this assurance, confidence 
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will return and with it will come again 


that cordial entente which has _ been 
eclipsed. I made it a point to assure 
those I met that the American people do 
guarantee just this. League or no 
league, the United States will never per- 
mit Germany to attack France for pur- 
poses of revenge. They answered that 
they could understand the demand for 
reservations to the treaty that American 
sovereignty might be kept intact. What 
they cannot understand is why the Senate 
has failed to confirm the treaty with the 
proposed reservations. They felt that the 
American peoples’ will must have been ex- 
pressed in the failure and interpreted this 
to mean that France would not be guar- 
anteed against German aggression 

“Given this guarantee, French business 
will not only revive but it will turn to the 
United States as never before. American 
business men can do their country no 
greater good than to confirm this cordiai- 
ity toward the French in all their business 
letters. Give the French ‘pharmaceutical 
and chemical manufacturers this assur- 
ance and they will shake off the lassitude 
of the moment. When a crisis again 
faces France, let the French business man 
understand now that we will be with her 
—if she is in the right. Fear that 
United States has forsaken her is the 
basic cause of her business lethargy.” 

Mr. Sterling attracted attention of the 
Paris edition of the New York Herald, 
and in its issue of March 19, 1920, there 
appeared not only an interview but also 
editorial treatment of the conditions and 
views outlined in his interview with the 
Reporter.

However, 
recent exportations of this valuable me- 
dicinal root have been considerably re- 
duced, since the territory from which it 
is collected is within the earthquake 
zone. Whole towns have been destroyed 
by the quake of January 3; and it is 
reported that a number of extinct vol- 
canoes have become active and are send- 
ing out gases, lava, and ashes, which 
destroy plant and vegetable growth. It 
will be several months before the natives 
will be able to gather jalap root again.

Makes Statement After Hearing Testimony of F. S. Washburn— 
E. S. Scott Accuses Chilean Nitrate Interests— 
Discusses Arc Process

Pee Wadsworth. Mr. Washburn said the 


pill made it possible and showed an evi- 
dent purpose by the Government to take 
by what amounted to confiscation a pri- 
vate industry and to begin the manu- 
facture and merchandising of a com- 
mercial product. 

The measure provided, he said, for the 
creation of a corporation with no re- 
sponsibility except to the Secretary of 
War, and without the general safeguards 
of Government undertaking. Even the 
auditing of the books and accounts of 
are removed from the 


sorporation 
Preasury Department and left to the 
Secretary of War, who appoints all of- 


ials and fixes all salaries. The witness 
aaa the bill in _ effect. would start the 
nationalization of the fertilizer industry, 
of hydro-electric power plants, of quar- 
ries, of laboratories and experimental 
plants, all of which was specifically pro- 
vided for in the measure. He said :— 

It eliminates the Civil Service law in a Gov- 
ernment undertaking; the board of directors 
have power to appoint, define duties, fix sal- 
aries and dismiss officers and employes. it 
provides for the appointment and removal of 
these directors at the pleasure of the Secre- 
tary of War. It provides that army officers 
may serve as officers or employes of the cor- 
poration at salaries to be fixed by the board 
of directors with the approval of the Secre- 
tary of War. It provides directors who are 
financially interested only to the extent of 
salaries received (presumably such salaries as 
the Secretary of War may fix). These are 
responsible to the Government—to all the 
people, to everybody, and therefore in practice 
to nobody except the Secretary of War. It 
relieves the Treasury of control of the financial 
affairs of the corporation, 

The bill permits the directors by authority 
of the Treasury to condemn lands, materials, 
minerals and processes patented or otherwise, 
for the production of nitrates and other prod- 
ucts for munitions of war and useful in the 
manufacture of fertilizers and other useful 
products by water power or any other power. 

The proposed bill puts the War Department 
into business competition with private indus- 
try under circumstances which are indefensible 
on any basis of war necessity and which can 
only result in disaster to any government not 
operating on an outright socialistic plan. 
There is no such thing as Government com- 
petition; it can only result in ruin to private 
interests engaged in similar manufacture. The 
War Department proposes to produce am- 
monium sulphate and sell it for $65 a ton, 
and its production costs the American Cyana- 
mid Co. about $87. The great difference be- 
tween production cost to the Government and 
to us is largely due to various assumptions of 
the War Department on the cost of raw ma- 
terials and labor, exemption from taxes, etc., 
and deliberate determination on arbitrary re- 
duction in the royalties payable to the Ameri- 
can Cyanamid Co. There is not room in the 
field for both the private interests and the 
Government, as the present capacity for pro- 
ducing ammonium sulphate is much greater 
than the demand for it. 


The plan as embodied in the bill would 
make possible the condemnation of every- 
thing possessed by the American Cyana- 
mid Co. for fertilizer manufacture, in- 
cluding the patent rights given the Gov- 
ernment for war emergency use, and fair 
play is very evidently not contemplated 


by the administration, the witness de- 
clared. 

Senator Gronna interrupted with the 
Suggestion that this was confiscation. ‘TI 


believe,” the Senator said, “in the Gov- 
ernment’s right to confiscate or take any- 
thing that is needed for war emergency. 
but this is different and it raises an issue 


that the country must face. It is a tre- 
mendous question. My own state, North 
Dakota, has been denominated as very 


liberal, but we have never gone this far.” 
,, The Senator then asked the witness if 
it was not his opinion that the bill car- 
ried to its logical conclusion meant so- 
cialism in a most extreme form 

Mr. Washburn replied that he cid not 
know what socialism was, but he believed 
that the plan represented an extreme 
form of the common acceptation of so- 
cialism when the Government started out 
to manufacture and merchandise indus- 
trial peacetime products. 

Answering the War Department con- 
tention that the plant at Mussel Shoals 
should be operated ‘to preserve it, the 
witness said that it could be kept cheaper 
and in better condition in idleness. Ac- 
cording to the War Department’s own 
declarations, he said, its operation of the 
Plant would not be of profit to the Gov- 
ernment; and as there is already an over 
Supply of ammonium sulphate, it could 

of no benefit to agriculture. 

Another weak point in the War De- 
partment plan, Mr. .Washburn said, is 

€ proposal to dispose of half of its

Colonel Burns of the Ordnance De- 
Dartment told the committee that as Mr. 


Washburn had painted an entirely differ- 
ent picture of the nitrate situation from 
the War Department’s views, the Chief 
of Ordnance would make a _ complete 
analysis of the Washburn points and 
would wish to present the other side of 
the question to the committee. Senator 
Gronna said the committee would be glad 
to hear from General Williams, Chief of 
Ordnance. 

Ernest Kilburn Scott, associated with 
atmospheric nitrogen fixation or extrac- 
tion in France, England, Norway, 
Sweden. Denmark and other countries, 
particularly the are process, strongly 
recommended Government operation of 
both the Mussel Shoals plant and the 
smaller plant at Sheffield as a war meas- 
ure even if not commercially profitable, 
declaring that the big consideration is 
to be independent of Chile for nitrate. 
He also contended that the proposed con- 
version of plant No. 2 for the manu- 
facture of ammonium sulphate is un- 
necessary aS ammonium nitrate, for the 
output of which the plant is already 
equipped, is a better fertilizer material 
than sulphate of ammonia because con- 
stant and uninterrupted use of the lat- 
ter is bound to leave a large deposit of 
sulphuric acid in the soil, which is most 
harmful to crops. 


He charged that Chilean nitrate inter- 
ests in England during the war prevented 
the establishment of the air nitrogen 
fixation industry in that country. Not 
only that, but Mr. Scott stated to the 
Reporter correspondent that these same 
interests were sending nitrates from Eng- 
land by secret routes through Switzer- 
land or Scandinavia into Germany. He 
says that these interests are back of the 
British “big navy” program, asserting 
that if Britain keeps command of the 
seas she can get all the nitrates she 
needs from Chile and does not need to 
build up a home air fixation industry. It 
is ridiculous for any nation to claim 
command of the seas, Mr. Scott says, in 
view of the narrow squeak the Allies had 
in their contest with the German _ sub- 
marines. 

Referring to the German need for ni- 
trates, Mr. Scott said that one of their 
prime objects in marching to Antwerp 
early in the war was to capture half a 
million tons of nitrates which the Allies 
did not have time to destroy before evac- 
uating that city. His attention being 
called to Senator Gronna’s suggestion 
that the lignite beds of the Northwest 
furnish an ample supply of cheap fuel 
which could be used to operate the arc 
process of nitrogen fixation in that part 
of the country, the witness said he did 
not doubt the practicability of that at 
all. Senator Gronna says the lignite in 
his country can be mined with an elec- 
tric shovel at 50 cents per ton and that 
the establishment of the are process out 
there on the Missouri River would enable 
the farmers of the West to get nitrates 
for fertilizer purposes cheap without hav- 
ing to pay freight from a distant point 


such as Mussel Shoals. 
Mr. Scott presented many arguments 
in favor of the are process. Some of 


these were based upon a recent report 
of the Nitrogen Products Committee of 
the British Ministry of Munitions. Scott 
said he had been connected with that 
ministry for about two years during the 


war. The report referred to is rather 
full and discusses the nitrate problem 
from about every angle. The report is 


favorable to the are process. Mr. Scott 
said that power can be had in this coun- 
try for $10 per kilowatt-year, but that, 
according to the British committee’s fig- 
ures, even if it cost as much as $17.50 
per kilowatt-year, nitric acid can be pro- 
duced by the are process at about half 
the cost of nitric acid made from Chilean 
nitrates. Some of the committee’s cost 
of production figures are based on 
Chilean nitrate prices half what they are 
now, Mr. Scott pointed out. 

The witness told of certain large and 
cheap water power resources in Eastern 
Canada which he said are _ especially 
adaptable for nitrate production. There 
he declared the are process could be util- 
ized advantageously. Senator Gronna 
contrasted this process requiring only 
water, power and air, with the cyanamid 
process which he said required coal, lime- 
stone and other ingredients or conditions. 
However, Senator McNary of Oregon sug- 
gested that the most suitable process for 
nitrate production depends upon the loca- 
tion and site, availability of other in- 
gredients, cheapness of water power and 
other factors. 

It is announced, that the War Depart- 
ment will offer testimony in rebuttal of 
that of Mr. Washburn in opposition to 
continuing the Mussel Shoals plant and 
to Mr. Scott in criticism of the depart- 
mental processes and plans. Hearings 
may be quite extensive and some mem- 
bers of the committee formerly favorable 
to the Wadsworth bill are now rumored 
to be opposed to it, or at least wavering. 

Scott said the are process has heavy 
yields. He referred to certain scientists 
believing the are process offers great pos- 
sibilities of development. One of these 
scientists is Dr. Steinmetz of the General 
Electric Co. The nitrate laboratory of 
the War Department, the witness said, 
should investigate and experiment in con- 
nection with the are process. He sug- 
gested that Dr. Steinmetz be called before 
the committee, as the witness regarded 
him as one of the half dozen leading 
chemical and electrical engineers, 

The cyanamid and sulphate of am- 
monia processes are not synthetic, Scott 
said. The future of the world is_with 
synthetic chemistry, he added, and the 
evanamid process is a glaring example 
of non-synthetic processes. The witness 
said the are process is synthetic, but the 
Norwegians have not seen the necessity 
of developing and improving it, as they 
are already competing with other meth- 
ods of nitrate production and making 
nitrate at half the price of nitric acid 


NITRATE SURPLUS MADE AVAILABLE 
TO FARMERS BY SMITH RESOLUTION 


Measure Passed in Washington Authorizes Secretary of War to 
Sell Stocks for Fertilizer Use—Discussion as to Prices and 


Quantities of Individual Sales 


WASHINGTON, April 13, 1920. 

The House of Representatives has 
passed Senator Smith’s resolution autho- 
rizing the Secretary of War to sell sur- 
plus nitrate stocks for fertilizer purposes. 
The resolution was amended in several 
particulars. The amendments provide 
for the sale of 100,000 tons of nitrate 
of soda by the War Department ‘for 
eash at the prevailing market price at 
the time of sale thereof, to such distrib- 
uters or users thereof, in the United 
States as shall request the same” in 
quantities of not less than one ton or 
more than 100 tons to any one purchaser, 


the names of the purchasers and the 
prices for which sold to be reported by 
the Secretary of War to Congress not 


later than December 6 next, and the pro- 
ceeds of the sale to be repaid to the 
proper item of the current appropriations 
originally made for such purposes. 

The market price amendment was sug- 
gested by Representative Hull of Iowa, 
who had reported the resolution from 
the Committee on Military Affairs. The 
maximum and minimum limitations 
placed upon tthe quantity to be sold to 
any one person were suggested by Rep- 
resentative Begg of Ohio, who made the 
point that without such limitations the 
whole amount or the bulk of it might 
be sold to one or a few big concerns. 
The requirement of a report to Congress 


was inserted on motion of Representa- 
tive Longworth of Ohio. The increase 
in the total amount authorized to be 
sold—from 50,000 to 100,000 tons—was 
made at the last minute during consid- 
eration of the resolution, on motion of 


tepresentative Brooks of Illinois. 


Lack of Shipping Creates Scarcity . 


Representative Hull, in charge of the 
resolution, explained about the War De- 
partment’s stored stocks of nitrate and 
that the lack of shipping and the slides 
in the Panama Canal have delayed the 
arrived of a supply of nitrates for com- 
mercial purposes from Chile. When this 
supply arrives the depletion of the gov- 
ernment reserve could be made up. Rep- 
resentative Longworth brought out that 
the prevailing market price is higher 
than the government paid for the reserve 
nitrate. Mr. Byrnes of South Carolina 
said that the construction of a “scoop in 
the earth at Savanna, Ill,” has been 
provided for by Congress to store the 
reserve nitrate supply, but the govern- 
ment is paying $13,000 for storage of 
nitrate stocks elsewhere. These stored 
quantities in commercial warehouses 


from the Chilean product, and are mak 
ing large profits. 

Mr. Scott said off peak steam power 
could be used in the are process. If 
the Mussel Shoals plant were not yet 
built, he would advise installing the 
Hober and are process there, but now 
that it is built, it should be run with the 
cyanamid process and utilizing the are 
process as complementary. Some people 
in the British Ministry of Munitions did 
not agree with him on the arc process. 
A new process of making nitrates may 
be developed in Japan, Scott suggested. 
He said the Committee on Agriculture is 
doing an international service in its 


hearings. 
Refutes Mr. Scott 


Dr. Landis, technical 
American Cyanamid Co., taking the chair 
in refutation of the testimony given by 
Mr. Scott, in answer to a question from 
Senator Gronna as to the relative costs 
and capacities of the cyanamid process 
and the are process, declared that the big 
dam being constructed at Mussel Shoals 
is capable of generating 100,000 horse- 
power, which would enable the plant to 
produce 45,000 tons of nitrogen per year. 
Change the plant to the are process, he 
said, and the capacity would be reduced 
to about one-fifth of that amount, and he 
cited the fact that this would also neces- 
sitate the installation of a great amount 
of new equipment at a very heavy ex- 
pense. 

He showed the committee samples of 
nitrate of ammonia and nitrate of lime 
and explained the great difference in the 
nitrogen content of the two materials, it 
being 35 per cent. in the case of am- 
monium nitrate and only 13 per cent. in 
nitrate of lime. The latter is recom- 
mended by Mr. Scott as a very valuable 
fertilizer, having been used extensively in 
Norway and other European countries. 
Dr. Landis said that it was undoubtedly 
popular in Europe, as it is their custom 
to apply the fertilizing substances indi- 
vidually, whereas the American method ig 
the use of mixed fertilizers, and nitrate 
of lime cannot be mixed and allowed to 
remain unused for any length of time on 
account of its great hydroscopic tendency. 
Regarding cost figures, the witness said 
that all such information would be shown 
conclusively in a full comparative state- 
ment which will be sent to the committee 
by the American Cyanamid Co. 


Mr. Scott then took the stand for a few 
minutes to reiterate his advocation of 
government operation of the Mussel 
Shoals and Sheffield plants and insisted 
that the are process should be used for 
many reasons which he previously gave 
the committee. He disagreed with the 
War Department’s proposal to turn out 
ammonium sulphate, as it would be in 
competition with the coke ovens and gas 
works which produce that material as a 
by-product, and therefore, as a by- 
product, can afford to sell it at any price. 
An adequate supply is also derived from 
these sources, he stated, to meet the de- 
mand for the product. 

Col. Burns, of the nitrate division of the 
Ordnance Department, told the chairman 
that the department would be prepared 
to submit its views on the situation next 
Tuesday, April 20, whereupon the commit- 
tee adjourned until that date.

Representative Candler, of Mississippi, 
dwelt upon the shortage of fertilizer and 
the need for the government nitrates by 
agriculture. Mr. McLaughlin, of Michi- 
gan, questioned the advisability of 
authorizing the return of the proceeds of 
the sale to a particular appropriation, 
and Mr. Walsh, of Massachusetts, sug- 
gested that this might be to help Mussel

Shoals. Mr. Hull replied that the pur- 
pose was to make the funds available 
for the purchase of more nitrates “if 
thought advisable.” Mr. Byrnes stated 
that the War Department is_ insistent 
upon maintaining a reserve of 300,000 
tons of nitrates even in peace time. Mr. 
Layton, of Delaware, brought out the 
fact that under the resolution nitrate 


could be sold to farmers direct. 


There was quite a little discussion 
whether the House should strike out the 
right of the Secretary of War to fix 


quantities in which the nitrate should be 
sold. Former Speaker Clark said that 
there ought to be a minimum limit, 
otherwise the department would be pes- 


tered to death with requests for small 
amounts. Mr. Donovan suggested that 
somebody might write for 10 or 25 
pounds to be sent by parcel post. Mr. 


McKenzie, of Illinois, thought it more im- 
portant to regulate the resale of govern- 
ment nitrate by the jobber or distributor 
so as to prevent profiteering. Mr. Mce- 
Laughlin argued that limitation upon 
quantities to be sold to anybody would 
operate for the benefit of large purchas- 
ers by depriving the department of dis- 
cretion. Mr. Snyder. of New York, ex- 
pressed the opinion that generally the 
nitrate would have to go to a fertilizer 
plant to be mixed before use, but Mr. 
Layton took issue with him on this, say- 
ing that many farmers buy nitrates, fish 
screenings and other fertilizer material 
and mix their own combinations. He, 
too, feared the profiteer. 


Opposes Limitation of Sales 


_Mr. Hull opposed the proposition to 
limit individual sales. He wanted the 
farmers to get the stuff in order to in- 
crease production. Mr. Byrnes also op- 
posed such limitation, claiming that the 
Longworth amendment for publicity 
would prevent the sale of the entire 
quantity to one big concern. Mr. Me- 
Laughlin thought an offer might be made 
for a large quantity at the best price. 
Mr. Synder opposed limitation upon 
quantities sold. Four hundred and thir- 
ty-five members of Congress could not 
determine properly what the limitations 
should be. Nobody would buy less than 
a few thousand pounds and nobody 
would buy 50,000 tons, he _ predicted. 
Mr. Layton insisted that “there are plen- 
ty of people who would like to buy 50,000 
tons and make a profit on it.” Mr. Sny- 
der thought if the entire lot were sold 
to one concern it could perhaps be dis- 
tributed to best advantage. Mr. Mc- 
Keown, of Oklahoma, urged that Con- 
gress should enact legislation to prevent 
profiteering in the resale of surplus gov- 
ernment stocks of all commodities by 
insuring the sale of small quantities to 
a number of persons. Mr. Hull did not 
oppose the increase to 100,000 tons in the 
amount authorized to be sold, but said 
the War Department advised 50.000 tons 
and that advice should be followed.

LIQUOR TOO FREE 


Prohibition Director Believes 100 Pre- 
scriptions a Week Are Too 
Many 


BALTIMORE, April 16, 1920. 
Prohibition Director Richard §S. Dod- 
son, for this district, is turning down 
applications of physicians for permits to 
prescribe whiskey. One of three appli- 


cants had used a book containing 100 
prescriptions in less than a week. Com- 
missioner Kramer. in his instructions to 
Mr. Dodson, said that prior to prohibi- 
tion the average number of pfescriptions 
given by doctors did not exceed 100 a 
year. 

“It appears to me,” wrote the director, 
“that the privilege has been abused and 
the practice of dealing out prescriptions 
promiscuously must be _ stopped. The 
doctors charge $2 for each one given out, 
and they find the business profitable. 
Some of the inspectors will be assigned 
to trace the permits issued six months 
ago and work up to the present time, 
while others will start in to probe the 
distribution from the day they begin 
work. I also intend to look after the 
druggists. Information has reached me 
that some of these have been selling a 
pint of whiskey at $1.50, while others 
have found it unprofitable to sell at less 
than $2.50. The presumption is that 
those selling at the lower price have di- 
luted their liquor. I consider reputable 
business must be protected, and the in- 
vestigation will be thorough.”

‘These conditions, coupled with a fur- 
ther depletion of our stocks of materials 
arly in the year 1919, because of our 
telief in the imminence of price declines, 
together with urgent foreign demands for 
wr product, have resulted during the 
year just closed in a steady increase in 
the cost both of commodities and labor. 
Barly in the year 1919 we all anxiously 
desired the resumption of the operation 
of the law of supply and demand. It is 
a serious question how soon this eco- 
nomic principle will apply as it did prior 
to the year 1914, for in these latter days 
thre has developed among us a tendency 
to take by force or cunning that which 
we did not earn. 

‘In active practice such a condition 
would destroy the balance between sup- 
ply and demand, the former disappearing 
in the face of the latter, as has been 
recently evidenced in Russia. 

“A campaign for increased production 
is urgently necessary. But to be suc- 
cessful it must carry with it the convic- 
tim that there is and must be a perfect 
balance between production and con- 
sumption; that no solution of our present 
economic problem can be reached by suc- 
cesive advance in wage rates and the 
ost of commodities; that unfortunately 
there are still in our republic some per- 
sons who are guilty of profiteering, which 
under present circumstances is a heinous 
qime, since it tends to undermine our 
very civilization; that curtailed effort 
and strikes on the part of labor, in- 
creased costs; and that labor must be 
ale with the returns from its work to 
meet the cost of living. whatever it may 
. There is urgent need for a nation- 
wide campaign for increased production ; 
and these considerations are so funda- 
mental to the success of any such cam- 
Paign that before its inauguration they 
should receive exhaustive study.”

GERMAN POTASH 
IN ENGLAND 


Board of Trade Issues Statement 
of Potash Imports and Prices 


Since Armistice 


WASHINGTON, April 16, 1920. 


The British (Government) Board of 
Trade recently issued the following offi- 
cial statement in reply to inquiries as to 
the quantity and value of potash com- 
pounds imported into Great Britain from 
Germany and Alsace since the armistice, 
the ruling price of potash in Germany, 
and the prices at which German potash 
compounds have been sold to the Eng- 
lish public for industrial purposes. 

The approximate quantities and values of 
potash compounds imported from Germany and 
Alsace since the armistice for agricultural 
and industrial purposes, respectively, are 
shown below:—

cent. K.O, 115 pfennigs; sulphate of potash, 
152 pfennigs

Deliveries by truck were made within 
qa radius of from 100 to 200 miles. In 
jsolated cases of pressing needs trucks 
travelled 500 miles in order to meet the 
demands of individual cases. Boston, 
Albany, Philadelphia, Washington and 
other points were provided with needed 
materials. Co-operation between vari- 
ous firms whereby shipments to com- 
mon points were consolidated was the 
order of the week. Boat lines received 
freight to a considerable extent, but 
soon became so congested that refusal 
to accept further shipments resulted. 

Prices were little affected by the 
contretemps. For the most part orders 
fell away, and a routine business devel- 
oped by reason of the fact that con- 
sumers were reluctant to buy goods the 
shipment of which was uncertain and 
indeterminable. Even the turn for the 
petter in the railroad situation did not 
encourage buying. With practically no 
roads operating except the New York 
Central, with embargoes freely imposed 
as to the character of goods receivable, 
the improvement was negligible as 
concerns the freight situation, and 
hence business was slowed up to that 
extent. 

The leading price changes came in 
the iodide and mercurial preparations. 
Both came as the result of raw mate- 
rial advances abroad and at home. 
Other movements in the drug and 
pharmaceutical group were of relative 
unimportance. American refiners of 
camphor continued to reflect the weak 
condition of the material at this time 
and again reduced prices 10c. per 
pound throughout the entire group. 
Narcotics were evidently undergoing a 
change. Gum opium advanced sharply 
owing to the higher cost of replace- 
ments abroad, and in spite of the fact 
that stocks still here are large and soon 
to be unexportable. This latter condi- 
tion is openly questioned by leading 
factors on the spot. Practical nullifica- 
tion of the embargo was predicted with 
the strong intimation that control of 
all narcotic sales is held by the leading 
consumers. Demand from Japan is as 
heavy as ever. 

Crude drugs were inclined to be slug- 
gish. Few feature movements came 
and generally routine conditions per- 
sisted throughout the entire week. An- 
gostura bark was the sole exception to 
this, and a sharp advance was scored 
in this material following disappear- 
ance of spot supplies. Most of the 
other eventualities were in the nature 
of lower prices brought into being by 
the influence of either large stocks on 
the spot or lower cost of shipment 
goods from primary markets. The 
condition of probable declines in for- 
eign botanicals and firm conditions as 
affecting the domestic crudes held good, 
and sellers here saw no reason to 
change their already published views 
as to the future of these two branches 
of the crude drug trade. 


Essential oils were more quiet than 
recently has been the case. Messina 
essences proved inactive in the foreign 
markets despite the fact that sales of 
Sweet Italian orange oil were reported 
actually to have been made abroad at 
as high as $11.30 per pound. Cabled 
offers were few in these materials, and 
4 period of quasi inertia seemed to have 
Seized upon the shipment markets. 
American oils seemed less firm. There 
Was a tendency to anticipate develop-

On the 
spot, 35@36c. per pound seemed to be 
the market. 

CANNABIS.—There is said to have 
been some demand during the week for 
genuine cannabis indica. A few cases 
have arrived on the spot of late, and 
sellers shopped the market in order 
to meet the demands noted. So far as 
could be learned, there was nothing 
available, the arrivals having gone into 
consumption on arrival. A small stock 
is being held in London. Domestic 
goods are still quoted at 30@35c. per 
pound for U. S. P. and 20@25c. per 
pound for goods not tested. 

MARJORAM.—The market remained 
unchanged. The present situation is 
one of weakness, owing to the liberal 
shipments from France. These have 
served to lower prices on such German 
marjoram as is still available. At the 
close, French goods were quoted at 
36@37c.; German, 50@5lc. per pound. 

SAGE.—Greek stemless held firmer 
on the basis of 144%@l5c. per pound, 
and for the moment at least the ten- 
dency is more active and _ slightly 
toward higher position on further ab- 
sorption of large supplies. Spanish 
goods reflected the situation and at the 
end of the trading period were quoted 
on the basis of 11@12c. per pound. 

SENNA.—A good business has been 
going the rounds in this material, and 
prices held up well, despite the ten- 
dency toward slightly lower prices 
noted in some cables from primary 
sources. The only price change on 
spot was noted in pods, which were 
openly available at 10@1llic. per pound, 
and opinion stated that considerably 
better than this could be done. Other 
prices were:—Alex. whole leaf, 85c.@ 
$1; half leaf, 65@75c.; siftings, 18@ 
21e.; Tinnevelly, 15@20c.; powdered,

STRAMONIUM. — Quoted on the 
basis of 39c. per pound at the close of 
the week. which represented a slight 
decline from the _ previous closing 
figure.

The clos- 
ing figure was 39@44c. per pound—the 
range is sufficient to understand the 
surface developments at least.

UVA URSI—At the recent decline, 
the market was quiet and very little 
beyond a conventional trade was re- 
ported.

YERBA SANTA.—While any further 
developments have been more ap- 
parent than real, the situation as 
to actual supplies and concentration 
thereof remained virtually the same as 
recently reported.

It is understood that 
there is but one holder of stock offering 
at that price. 

ALTHEA.—Whole root received an- 
other clip and this time fell to the basis 
of 25@27c. per pound with all chances 
reported in favor of a continued de- 
cline. Probably the inside figures 
could be shaded with a firm order in 
hand. 

BLOOD.—AIl reports place this root 
in a very weak position. The present 
spot price is 27e. per pound, and for a 
quantity lot better than this could 
probably be worked on spot if the tem- 
per of sellers is accurately judged. 
Despite this, there is a feeling that bet- 
ter times are in _ store. One factor 
claimed that with blood root at 15e. 
per pound in the country, purchase and 
storage would likely prove advantage- 
ous. This was based on the fact that 
collection this year is likely to prove 
limited, as the high price and heavy 
demand for mandrake root will likely 
cause collectors to pass blood root by. 

LICORICE.—Powdered licorice root 
is selling at 21@23c. per pound, the 
price depending solely on quantity. 
The market at the moment is easy and 
quiet. Whole root is available at 15ce. 
per pound with some factors reporting 
rumored sales at better than that posi- 
tion. 

MANDRAKE.—Spot prices continued 
at the nominal position of 42@45c. per 
pound. Collection will unquestionably 
be stimulated by the present scale of 
collection prices. Concentration on this 
material will probably bring out lower 
spot levels, but in doing this, collectors 
will neglect other and less important 
materials which may become scarce 
and will be due for a boom. 

RHU BARB.—Whole root was quoted 
on the basis of $1.30 per pound, and 
probably less would be taken. It is 
understood that first hand importers 
have named business at as low as $1.10 
per pound. Powdered goods declined 
on the spot and it was possible to buy 
this form on the basis of $1.40@1.50 
per pound, according to dealer. Cables 
were received by certain factors which 
stated that shipment goods were not 
to be obtained at less than $1.40 per 
pound. Authenticity of this advice was 
openly questioned, and it was intimated 
that the figure might have been dic- 
tated by the desires of some factors on 
spot. 

TURMERIC.—Aleppy turmeric root 
advanced to 11%@12c. per pound.

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MISBRANDING 
LAWS NEEDED 


M. Q. Macdonald Hopes for 
Favorable Action on Rogers 
or Barklay Bill 


WASHINGTON, April 16, 1920. 
Recent editorials in the Reporter on 
the subject of misbranding and the ne- 


coessity for legislation to stop it have been 
called to the attention of members of the 
House Committee on Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce who are considering leg- 
islation of this character. The editorial 
on “Wanted—Legislation to Stop Mis 
branding,” in last week's issue of the 
Reporter, attracted the attention of M. 
Q. Macdonald, of the Unfair Competition 
Committee of the Paint and Varnish 
Association, who laid it before Repre- 
entative Barkley of Kentucky, author 
of the general misbranding bill which 
bears his name Mr Barkley is prepar- 
ing a statement in support of his bill to 
lay before the committee or subcommittee 
to which the misbranding bills are to be 
referred, according to report.

FORMOSA CAMPHOR 


Described in Bulletin of National 
Geographical Society — Average 
Tree Worth $5,000 


WASHINGTON, April 11, 

First of a series of bulletins issued by 
the National Geographic Society on 
“Where Our Imports Come From” is 
that dealing with the camphor industry 
in Formosa, now owned by Japan. 

“Formosa holds a_ practical monopoly 
in the world’s market of this valuable 
drug,” Alice Ballantine Kirjassoff, 
writer of a communication to the society 
on this subject. 

“Camphor trees 
ate, well-drained 
feet in elevation, 
can reach them. 
world have these 
height and girth as in 7 
past, trees with a basal circumference 
of from 35 to 40 feet have been noted, 
but these have inevitably fallen victims 
to the woodman’s axe. Perhaps in the 
uncharted forests, where the savage still 
holds sway, more of these noble speci- 
mens still grow unscathed. At present 
a camphor tree with a basal circumfer- 
ence of 20 feet is considered a very 
ample specimen. 

“In point of view of value, 
can rival the camphor. An 
tree, say with a basal circumference of 
12 feet, will yield about 50 piculs of 
camphor (approximately 6,660 pounds), 
which, at the present market price, is 
worth about $5,000. Strictly speaking, 
there are no camphor forests. as_ the 
camphor laurel is only one of a number 
of trees growing together.”

By Wood alcohol came in for considera- 
tion through a popular address offered 
during the afternoon by Professor 
Charles Baskerville. While his subject 
was twofold. wood alcohol and prohibi- 
tion proved to be the leading feature of 
his discussion Summed up briefly, Pro- 
fessor Baskerville made out an excellent 
case for abandonment of the unscientific 
name “wood alcohol” and the substitu- 
tion of more scientific ‘‘methanol.” He 
offered a series of illustrations intended 
to demonstrate the danger latent in the 
popular and widely used _ designation 
“wood alcohol.” Beginning with a brief 
description of the process of alcohol man- 
ufacture, he pointed out that methanol, 
like ethyl alcohol, is the product of fer- 
mentation despite the popular _under- 
standing that ethyl alcohol alone is pro- 
duced by fermentation. The description 
of production included many humorous 
illustrations. . : 

professor Baskerville mentioned inci- 
dents in which the word “alcohol’’ had 

en sufficient to make unknowing and 
unwary men subject to the poisonous ef- 
fects of “wood alcohol.” Garage men, 
clothing cleaners, and a multitude of 
workers “see only the word alcohol, and 
wanting a drink, have unwittingly con- 
cocted draughts which have been fol- 
lowed by blindness and death.” Pro- 
fessor Baskerville did not claim that 
adoption of a term with the word alco- 
hol eliminated would prevent all disaster. 
He did urge that by adopting ‘‘meth- 
anol” the suggestive power of “wood al- 
cohol” would be removed. It was point- 
ed out that this move has voluntarily 
been made by some producers. 

Professor Baskerville’s address was 
followed by election of officers for the 
coming year. As the association has 
started many projects which would be 
seriously jeopardized by a change in 
slate, those serving during the past year 
were re-elected to office in order that 
team-work might not be lost. Accord- 
ingly, the following will serve during the 
coming year:—President, R. C. Stofer, 
Norwich Pharmacal Co., Norwich, N. Y.; 
vice-presidents, Dr. Frederick B. Kilmer, 
of Johnson & Johnson, New Brunswick, 
N. J.; Willard Ohlinger, of Frederick 
Stearns & Co., Detroit, Mich., and Bur- 
ton T. Bush, of Antoine Chiris Co., New 
York; secretary, W. J. Woodruff; treas- 
urer, Franklin Black, of Chas. Pfizer & 
Co., New York. 

After a brief business session the an- 
nual meeting was brought to a _ close. 


Banquet Held Amid Picturesque Set- 
ling 

Crowning the social side of the meet- 
ings, the banquet Thursday night 
brought together about 125 ‘men and 
women. Dinner was served in the Music 
Room, which had been decorated by ar- 
tistically draped spring foliage on the 
walls. Floral centerpieces of _ tulips, 
"rane and carnations graced the 
tables. 


President Stofer introduced the speak- 
ers of the evening. James M. Beck spoke 
in serious vein, taking his text from the 
present strike. which he described as the 
attempt of American Bolsheviki to starve 
the 6,000,000 inhabitants of the largest 
city in the world. He traced the strike 
instinct and actuality from the time of 
the Pyramid walkout, the Plutarch inci- 
dent, down to the English and American 
strikes of modern times. Bringing to the 
attention of his listeners the fact that 
Lord Macaulay, Herbert Spencer and 
George Washington had foreseen the 
present state of industrial unrest verging 
on chaos, he stated that labor had dis- 
covered that “the ballot box is toward 
direct action as a pop gun to a German 
42-centimeter gun.” The happy, care- 
free period previous to 1914 was placed 
in relief against the “sad, sick, disor- 
dered old world which. like Job, weeps 
in sackcloth and ashes.” 


He then talked of conditions in Eng- 
land following the armistice and capped 
the discussion by telling of the incidents 
surrounding the London Socialist meet- 
ings in Albert Hall. After two had 
been held, the government refused to al- 
low the third, and labor en masse cau- 
tioned the government that unless they 
withdrew their order, a general strike 
would cut London off from all food, fuel 
and necessities of life. No cars would 
run, no street lights would burn, and the 
entire city starved to the point where 
the government would not prohibit free 
ag by Socialists or any other British 
th y that chose to hold meetings under 
red flag or any other. “To the 
- of the British Government,” said 
Mr. Beck, “it gave in, rescinded its order, 
and the meeting was held.” 

He then showed how conditions in this 
ae were exactly the same, and said 
bon the “majesty of the law must be 
up leld even at the point of force.” This 
tra, the first requisite for cure to the 
cone circumstances of the moment.

diners held for the views of Mr. Beck. 
President Stofer then introduced Hon. 
Maurice Francis Egan, former Minister 
to Denmark through three administra- 
tions. Mr. Egan spoke in a lighter vein 
and entertained his hearers with intimate 
instances of ‘‘Certain Embarrassing Sit- 
uations in Diplomacy.” Through his 
talk there rippled names of the old no- 
bility, kings and queens, emperors and 
empresses, princes of the blood, dukes, 
duchesses, who had at one time or an- 
other foregathered in Denmark—‘the 
whispering gallery of Europe,’’ to quote 
Mr. Egan. 

Assuring the assemblage that he did 
not intend to scan the entire Almanack 
de Gotha, Mr. Egan then gave a humo- 
rous and inside view of the _ world’s 
colossal liar—Dr. Cook—and America’s 
contribution to idealism—Henry Ford, of 
the peace ship and flivver fame. Through- 
out the address, there was a _ peering 
back of curtains, journeys back-stairs, 
soft glances across perfumed fans which 
better than anything else showed how 
the world has changed since 1914. Many 
of the personages Mr. Egan _ spoke of 
have passed into the limbo of things for- 
gotten. 

From the applause which sprang spon- 
taneously as Mr. Egan said, “and I gave 
them my blessing, as I give it to you,” 
and sat down, it would seem that the 
listeners now wide awake and animated 
were at least as much interested in the 
doings in European courts of royalty as 
they were in the red radicalism of the 
horny handed. The assemblage rose and 
stood in compliment to the speaker who 
gracefully bowed his acknowledgments 
in a manner reminiscent of the old school, 
of which he is a striking figure. 

This closed the evening’s pleasure. 
Hon. Wade H. Ellis, who had been sched- 
uled to speak, did not appear, at the last 
moment having been unable to accept 
the honor conferred. President Stofer 
then wished the gathering God-speed, 
and the company gradually dissolved 
after exchange of greetings and fare- 
wells until another year should again 
bring them together.

French Presidential Decrees A ffect- 
ing Imports and Exports of 
Dyes and Chemicals 
The ‘“‘co-efficients of increase” 
applicable to chemical products im- 
ported into France have been modi- 
fied by the French presidential 
decree as of February 26, while an- 
other decree dated March 2 pro- 
vides that the exportation and re- 
exportation (after warehousing, 
transit or transshipment) from 
France of the following goods shall 
be prohibited :—-Coal tar and prod- 
ucts obtained directly therefrom by 
distillation, such as coal oil, coal 
spirit, benzenic carbides, benzine, 
benzole, toluene, xylene, heavy oil, 
naphthalene, anthracene, coal creo- 
sote, crude phenic acid, crude cre- 
sols, coal tar pitch, etc. Exceptions 
from this prohibition may be author- 
ized under conditions to be deter- 


mined by the Minister of Finance.

There 
has been a fairly heavy demand for all 
grades during the week, although some 
factors have apparently given up the 
search for supplies and are content to 
wait until the situation is in better 
shape. There is a heavy call for caus- 
tic soda, ash, bleach, salt cake, niter 
cake and many other items and prices 
on the small spot stocks which are 
available are held to such high levels 
that the consumers are unable to get 
any supplies at all for prompt ship- 
ment. The situation is growing worse 
rapidly and the producers are said to 
have taken on such large contract ob- 
ligations over the coming year that 
there is very little chance of their 
catching up with their deliveries dur- 
ing the next six months to give the 
earliest date. Meanwhile the consum- 
ers are forced to do without supplies 
and this is hampering production of 
many other chemicals which are greatly 
needed. ° 

Particularly is the short condition of 
the alkali chemicals felt in those items 
of the finer chemical list which are 
produced with the use of the heavier 
materials. While all the factors noted 
in the market for alkali chemicals are 
also working to hold supplies of the 
firmer materials at a low point, there 
is also the added factor of a serious 
shortage of almost every raw material. 
The makers of these materials are un- 
able to offer anything at all for prompt 
shipment on this account. Their pro- 
ductions is curtailed to the veriest 
minimum, and while they are doing 
all they can to take care of the re- 
quirements of their regular customers 
and to keep ahead of their contract ob- 
ligations, they are having hard work to 
do these two things and are absolutely 
unable to offer anything in the way of 
spot supplies. The shortage of sul- 
phuric acid is a contributing factor to 
the shortage of the various items on 
the list which are produced with the 
use Of this material. There is no one 
factor which can so seriously hamper 
operations in industrial chemicals as a 
shortage of that basie acid, and until 
that shortage is overcome there is little 
chance that spot conditions will be any 
easier. In fact, conservative opinion 
places the end of the stringency at not 
earlier than the autumn, if, indeed, 
there will be any relief from the situa- 
lon before the close of the year. The 
only factor which could break the mar- 
ket would be an extraordinary slump 
in industry, and many feel that this 
Would not be such a calamity as it is 
usually believed.

ALUMINUM HYDRATE.—This ma- 
terial is also very firm at recently pre- 
vailing levels, and leading producers 
have very little to offer for prompt 
shipments. The prices of the makers 
are well maintained at their former 
levels of 20@22c. per pound for the 
light and 10@l1l1ec. per pound for the 
heavy. Prices vary with the factor 
making the offer. 

AQUA AMMONITIA.—Supplies on spot 
are very short. and while the producers 
are still quoting at their former levels 
of &’%c. per pound for the 26-degree 
test, the spot market is in the hands of 
dealers and prices as high as 10%@ 
lic. per pound for this grade are to be 
noted. There is little chance of relief 
from the producers, who are behind on 
their contracts.

SAL AMMONIAC.—There is still the 
same spot shortage of this material, 
but the demand seems to be less urgent 
than it was a few weeks back and the 
market is more quiet and shows less 
signs of feverish activity. Prices stand 
at the levels noted last week, with 
business reported at 25c. per pound for 
the lump. The grey and white granular 
grades are priced at 13c. and 16c. per 
pound, respectively. 

ANTIMONY.—The demand for the 
needle grade is good and prices are 
very firmly maintained at the levels 
which prevailed a week ago. Supplies 
are rather light and the price of the 
crude material is such that present val- 
ues are rather low and advances are 
said to be in prospect. At the close of 
the week 13c. per pound could still be 
done in some directions, while others 
asked as high as 14@14'%c. per pound. 

ARGOLS.—tThere has been no change 
in the prices of the makers of this 
material, and the consumers are taking 
the usual routine lots at about 10%@ 
lle. per pound, 

ARSENIC. White arsenic is in 
slightly less demand at the close of the 
period and there are now offers of spot 
material at 13%@1l4ec. per pound. The 
consumers are pretty well supplied on 
contract and this fact is making trad- 
ing rather slower than it was a week 
age. The red grade is in very little de- 
mand and is quiet and rather dull at 
the old levels of 20c. per pound. 

BARLUM PRODUCTS.—The chloride 
is still in a practically nominal posi- 
tion and prices can refer to isolated 
sales only, with no real market level.

pound. 
ACIDS 


The market for acids has been faced 
with the same difficulties which ham- 
pered trading in the chemical market 
during the past week. There has been 
very little doing, and about the only 
business which was turned over dur- 
ing the week was in the form of small 
quantities which could be delivered by 
truck and to nearby customers. The 
market for out-of-town shipments, 
both toward, New York and away from 
New York, has been as inactive as it 
ever_was. The usual trading on spot 
Was also curtailed during the week by 
the fact that there were no supplies of 
any of the important products avail- 
able. In spite of the fact that the strike 
is apparently on the wane, it is not ex- 
pected that there will be any 
situation for some time to come. Lead- 
ing factors state that their deliveries 
are so bad that it will be two or three 
weeks before they can get things 
straightened out even if the labor situ- 
ation comes back to normal at once. 
Besides this, there is the fact that pro- 
ducers are in bad shape and production 
far below normal. Transportation has 
nothing to do with this situation. It 
is entirely a matter of raw materials 
and labor, the former being very scarce 
and high and the latter being indis- 
posed to exert itself to any extent in 
order to remedy the situation. 

The heavy acid list has been very 
firm throughout the past week. The 
leading makers are sold up for months 
to come and can offer very little if in- 
deed they are able to take on anything 
for prompt delivery, The situation is 
growing worse as the demand for addi-

tional lots and for export continues, 
and it is predicted that not alone will 
the spot prices be advanced but that 


producers will be forced to raise their 
contract prices in the near future un- 
less the situation is relieved by a de- 
cided slump in business in all lines. 

In the finer acid group there has 
been less in the way of activity, but 
the market has remained very firm 
throughout the _ period. Oxalic has 
again come to the front and advances 
were named during the week which 
brought the material fully 10c. per 
pound higher at the close than at the 
outset. The best that could be done on 
the spot market was to pick up small 
resale lots, for neither the producers 
nor the direct importers were able to

The fertilizer market is quieter than 
na week. Not only is the mixing 
last nearing its end, but the railroad

“sll branches of the trade are affected, 
sulphate of ammonia, to begin with, is 
struck right at the point of production, 
for the closing of so many coke ovens 
cuts off the by-product also. The pack- 
ing house products are affected in a 
milar way, the packing houses having 
closed down in great part because of 
the ceasing of shipments of animals. 
Phosphate rock production is going on, 
put shipments have been practically 
stopped by the strike, and thereby the 
raw material for the acid phosphate 
plants has been cut off. Nebraska pot- 
ash mines and works are reducing op- 
erations—the mines for shortage of 
eal and the works for lack of raw 
material. es 

This strike has come at a critical 
time, not so critical, it is true, as 
though it had happened a month earlier, 
put still at a time when consumers are 
anxious for large quantities of fertil- 
ier. But there is nothing that the fer- 
tilizer trade can do but wait for the 
termination. 


Other items of especial interest to 
the trade this week are the assurance 
that the new contract prices for sul- 
phate of ammonia will speedily be es- 
tablished, and the other that potash 
has practically ceased to leave Germany 
for the time being. The sulphate of 
ammonia prices, it is said, will be 
stronger than what was expected a 
month ago. They will range between 
$4.50 and $5 per 100 pounds. But the 
fact that new contracts are to be made 
is encouraging, as showing that till the 
strike interfered production was catch- 
ingup with demand. The lack of expor- 
tations of potash from Germany is ex- 
plained by the trade in variols ways. 
The trade is not entirely agreed as to 
the causes, but is in accord in saying 
that the shortage is an unpleasant 
thing to the consumer at this time. 
Had things gone on as they were going 
till recently the price here would un- 
doubtedly be less than $2.50@2.55, the 
price now prevailing. It is very doubt- 
ful now whether the cotton growers 
will be able to satisfy their require- 
ments, as was supposed some weeks 
ago, when potash was coming in more 
freely. 

Dealers in fish scrap say that they will 
soon have supplies on hand. The fish- 
ing season is beginning, and manufac- 
turers should soon have their products 
on the market.

NITROGEN FERTILIZERS 


BLOOD TANKAGE.—Supplies have 

been alarmingly reduced by the rail- 
road strike, which has stopped ship- 
ments from Chicago and cut off pro- 
duction there. Dealers say that the 
present situation is bullish, for they are 
unable to fill the requirements of con- 
sumers. Unless the strike is settled 
immediately the shortage will continue 
for some time to come. and even if it 
is called off at once there will be seri- 
ous inconvenience for awhile. Prices 
are very strongly held at $8. 
; DRIED BLOOD.—Dried blood at $8.50 
's bullish, and price advances within 
the next week are not unlikely in view 
of the extra scarcity created by the 
railroad strike. This strike hits in two 
ways; first by enforcing idleness in the 
Stockyards and, secondly, by prevent- 
ng shipments. If the strike is not 
Speedily settled there will be a shortage 
uring most of the spring season, for 
the effects of such a tie-up last much 
longer than the actual strike. 

FISH SCRAP.—With the new fishing 
Season about getting under way there 
's a likelihood of a restoration of sup- 
plies in the near future, so that busi- 
hess can again be done. For many 
weeks now there has been no fish scrap 
on the market, because stocks are ex- 
eae and no raw material is coming 
ty h e Plants.

of sulphate in double bags for export 
are now holding up to $7.25 a hundred 
pounds, the range standing at about 
$7.10 to $7.25. No definite information 
is yet available on the new contract 
prices to domestic consumers. The 
leading interests have not entirely 
finished the computations on which 
they will base the prices. It may be 
said, however, that prices will be over 
$4.50 and under $5 a hundred pounds 
for sulphate in bulk. This is a higher 
figure than had been anticipated a 
month or two ago, but conditions have 
changed since then. 


Domestic demand is still strong and 
will continue’ steadily through’ the 
summer and fall, according to all in- 
dications. Foreign demand comes 
largely from nations which were the 
smaller purchasers before the Great 
War. The big European nations are 
buying almost no sulphate now, be- 
cause of the disparity of exchange. 


NITRATE OF SODA.—Nitrate prices 
at the $3.90 figure show little sign of 
recession, because demand continues 
strong and all supplies coming from 
Chile are readily absorbed. In fact, 
there has been some talk of. still 
higher prices in view of the strength 
of the market, but the majority of 
dealers are giving little encouragement 
to the bulls. It is felt that the present 
price seems best fitted to the needs of 
the situation. On the whole, the ni- 
trate trade is well satisfied with con- 
ditions. It is not confronted with the 
serious problems facing sulphate of 
ammonia and other essential fertilizer 
elements. There is a boundless supply 
in Chile that is furnishing as much 
nitrate as can be shipped away. True. 
the amount of tonnage is not all that 
could be desired, but it has perceptibly 
increased, and guarantee of enough ni- 
trate to take care of at least the major 
needs of the trade has been given. 


PHOSPHATES 


ACID PHOSPHATE. — Acid phos- 
phate prices are a little easier this 
week. Dealers are quoting down to 
$18.50, with $21@22 for Southern ports. 
This easing is due to the weakening 
foreign demand and to the fact that 
the spring mixing season is closing. 
It cannot be deduced, however, that 
prices will recede still further. There 
may be a little more shading of the 
present prices, but dealers are in- 
clined to believe that the change, if 
any, will be very slight. Production 
is not likely to increase to such a point 
as to glut the market. Most acid phos- 
phate dealers look for a fairly steady 
and well priced market throughout the 
summer, with prices in fall comparing 
well with those now prevailing. A 
leading interest which is planning the 
erection of several large acid phos- 
phate plants in the South takes the 
view that the market should remain 
strong for years to come. The present 
prices seem abnormal. it is true, but 
conditions are abnormal. 

ROCK PHOSPHATE.—Rock phos- 
phate prices are still unchanged. 
Dealers are temporarily embarrassed 
by the marine and rail strikes which 
prevent them from moving the rock 
they are mining. Production has im- 
proved very slightly in the recent past. 
Producers are having considerable 
trouble in the enlarging of their forces 
of men. And they are not spurred on 
by an imperative demand. Europe is 
buying little rock phosphate, and the 
ealls from the Orient and Sou’h 
America are not sufficient to embarrass 
producers to any extent. 

Florida prices, f. o. b. Southern ports, 
are:—Land pebbles, 68 per cent., $6.85: 
75 per cent., $10.50; high grade hard 
rock 77 per cent., $12.50. Tennessee 
prices are as follows:—F. o. b. Mt. 
Pleasant, domestic, 70 to 80 per cent., 
$11@11.50 a ton; 75 per cent., guar- 
anteed, $9.75@10.25 per long ton; 78 
per cent., $11@11.50 per long ton, wi'h 
much business being done in the 60 
and 70 per cent. grades. Tennessee 
ground rock, 56 per cent., Mt. Pleasant, 
is $8, and 70 per cent., Mt. Pleasant 
is $10, with 25c. a unit variation. 


POTASHES 


Potash prices are holding firmly at 
figures set a few weeks ago. American 
fertilizer potash is selling at $2.25 bulk. 
f. o. b. works, and the imported 
muriate is at $2.50@2.55. But it is 
difficult to fill requirements promptly 
at these or any figures because of the 
cessation of shipments on sea and 
land. Germany has virtually stopped 
exportation of potash for the present, 
and the Nebraska producers are unable 
to freight their stuff. The German em- 
bargo is said to be unrelated to the 
present political changes. This may 
or may not be so, but the present in- 
dustrial situation in Germany certainly 
does not aid production. It is common 
sense to believe that the German tan- 
gle will be unravelled and that produc-

ANTHRANILIC.—There has been no 
change in either the producers’ prices 
nor in the lower levels quoted by some 
of the dealers who have supplies to 
offer. The market is not over active, 
and supplies are apparently on spot in 
fair volume. Prices stand at $2.50@ 
2.85 per pound at the close of the week. 

BENZOIC. — There has been no 
change in the situation in this material 
and prices are generally steady in the 
hands of the large producers, with quo- 
tations still held at 90c. per pound for 
the U, S. P. and 75ec. per pound for the 
technical. There has been a_ strong 
eall throughout the period for this 
product. 

CRESOTINIC.—The market is quiet 
and nominal prices are quoted at 39ec.

BICHROMATES.—There has been a 
heavier call for bichromate of soda dur- 
ing the past week, and prices again 
responded to the stronger demand with 
a slight advance on spot. At the close 
of the period 35c. per pound seemed to 
be the inside price, and the bulk of the 
holders demanded as high as 36c. per 
pound for the spot material. The 
potash salt is offered in a small way 
by the makers in one or two directions. 
Their price is 42%c. per pound. The 
spot market is slightly lower than this 
with sales reported during the period 
on the basis of 40c. per pound. 

HYPOSULPHITE OF SODA.—The 
inside price for the ordinary crystals 
in barrels remains at the former levels 
of 3c. per pound. Other grades are pro- 
portionately priced. The market is 
steady under about the usual demand 
at these levels. 

NITRATE OF IRON.—There is no 
change and the producers are still able 
to supply all the demand which is com- 
ing through from the consumers at 
their old prices. They still quote the 
market as steady at 2c. per pound for 
the commercial and 9c. per pound for 
the true. Business is routine only. 

PHOSPHATE OF SODA.—The de- 
mand is heavy, but is largely for spot 
goods which are not to be had in any 
quarter. The prices of the producers 
are held at the former levels of 4c. per 
pound for shipments. Spot goods can- 
not be had at any such levels. Busi- 
ness on spot was reported at as high 
as 4%c. per pound during the period. 


The strike is holding shipments at 
works and making the spot market 


very tight. 

PRUSSIATES.—There has been a 
steady demand for yellow prussiate of 
soda and the consumers are in the 
market for fairly heavy quantities for 
immediate use. The prices of the ma- 
terial remain well above 30c. per pound, 
and while there are occasional offers at 
3lc. per pound, the bulk of the trading 
is passing at about 32c. The potash 
salts are also in better request at the 
close of the period, and prices are 
rather firmer than they have been for 
some months back. The quotations of 
the leading factors stand at 37c. per 
pound for the yellow prussiate and 95c. 
per pound for the red. Prices are firm 
at these levels. 

TURKEY RED OIL.—-The demand 
for this material is very light. All 
products of the class are easier and 
this has brought prices down slightly 
until at the close of the period it was 
possible to do 14c. per pound for the 
50 per cent. and 19c. per pound for the 
75@85 per cent. grades. The con- 
sumers are taking only routine small 





lots and are not anticipating to any 
extent. 
TIN CRYSTALS.—The usual heavy 


demand for this material is felt and 
prices are very firmly maintained in 
the hands of the producers who quote 
on the basis of 45c. per pound for large 
quantities of the material. 

ZINC DUST.—Leading makers re- 
port that they are doing all the busi- 
ness they can take care of at present, 
and that their prices are generally 
well maintained at the levels reported 
a week ago. There were no offers of 
any grade at less than 12%c. per pound, 
and the bulk of the business reported 
was put through at higher than this 
level. One maker reports sales of 
goods 90 per cent. through 350 mesh at 
14%c. per pound.

ALBUMEN.— There has been no fur- 
ther change in the prices of the leading 
holders of this material and quotations 
are generally well maintained on the 
basis of $1.10 per pound for the edible 
egg grade.

mand for the crystals but very little is 
doing in the finer grade at present. 
Photographic interests are more active 
than other consumers in taking sup- 
plies at present. 

SULPHURIC.—The prices of spot 
factors as well as those of the pro- 
ducers were nominal at the close of 
the week. There is so little of the ma- 
terial available that some consumers 
who are badly in need of it are reported 
as being about to close down certain 
units on account of the lack of the 
acid. The export demand has been 
responsible for this shortage to some 
extent. Foreign buyers have taken on 
large quantities, both for prompt and 
future delivery. There is also the fact 
that production cannot be stimulated 
to the levels of the war period in spite 
of the large facilities of many plants. 
Futures are to be had at $24 per ton 
for the 66-degree test. Oleum is offered 
for future delivery at $29 per ton. 
Spot goods would bring as high as $35 
per ton for either of these grades if 
anything were offered. 

SULPHUROUS.—The demand for 
this material is steady and owing to 
the fact that the raw materials for its 
production have increased in price and 
are rather hard to get at present, prices 
have been advanced slightly by the 
makers, although hardly enough to 
cover the added costs. Some of the 
producers are willing to sell at 4%c. 
per pound, but others would not con- 
sider business at less than 5@5\c. per 
pound during the period. 

TANNIC.—The quotations of the 
producers are generally well main- 
tained on the steady demand and large 
volume of business which is passing. 
This is especially true in the technical 
grade of the material, which is mov- 
ing as fast as the available supplies 
will permit. Prices are held at 65@80c. 
per pound for the technical, according 
to test, and $1.40@1.45 per pound for 
the U. S. P., which is in steady demand 
as well but hardly as active as are the 
technical qualities

TUNGSTIC.—The prices of the lead- 
ing producers have not changed since 
the report of last week and the mak- 
ers are ge nerally quoting on the basis 
of $1.50@1.75 per pound for the 85 per 
cent. grade, according to quantity.

MANCHESTER, March 26, 1920 
Business has perhaps not been quite so brisk 
during March as in recent months, but this 
may be accounted for to a large extent by in- 
creased shortness of supplies Most manu- 
facturers have as many orders in hand at 
present as they care to book and any odd 
lots of most goods in secod hands realize full 
figures The transport position has improved 
somewhat and there is less difficulty in regard 
to shipments Sulphate of copper has been 
disappointing, the Contine ntal inquiry being 
very poor, and the February returns show ex- 
ports of only 1,822 tons, agaist 3,383 tons for 
February of last year. The strong export de- 
mand for green copperas continues, but suit- 
able packages are still difficult to obtain. 
Acetates of lime have been called for more 
freely Geod business has been done in acetate 
of soda: price is again higher with the further 
advance in acetic acid Acetates of lead are 
firmly held in spite of the fluctuations in the 
metal. Nitrate of lead is also in good re- 
quest. Carbonate of potash is somewhat 
scarce and prices are firm. There has been more 
inquiry for Montreal potashes and full figures 
are asked Supplies of white powdered ar- 
senic have been more plentiful and sufficient 
to meet the demand There is a scarcity in 
yellow prussiates, prices are higher and the 
present disparity in the values of potash and 
soda is interesting consumers more in_ the 
former. ‘Tartaric acid is in strong request and 
supplies are unequal to the demand The high 
price of citric acid has restricted business 
Stocks of cream of tartar are very small and 
higher figures are quoted. 3ichromates are 
still in short supply and heavily called for, 
especially for export. The demand for oxalic 
acid remains considerably in excess of the 
supply and higher prices are being paid for any 
available parcels Borax and boracic acid are 
unchanged Stocks of phosphate of soda have 
been cleared and price is again higher. Salam- 
moniaec has advanced £10 per ton and makers 
are fully sold for some months ahead. Muriate 
of ammonia is dearer and in good request. Odd 
lots of caustic soda and ammonia alkali have 
realized high figures. Pitch continues in good 
demand and price is very firm; some good 
business has been done for forward delivery 
3enzoles continue steady, production being 
readily disposed of. Toluels are firmer. Good 
business has been done in solvent naphtha for 
forward delivery at increased values. Creosote 
continues in good demand with little offering 
All qualities of naphthalene are well inquired 
for, especially for shipment Crude carbolic 
acid is searce and any quantities coming on 
the market are quickly taken up. Liquid car- 
bolic is in small supply and is dearer. Crystal 
carbolic is unchanged. Sulphate of ammonia 
is also practically unchanged, production 
nearly all going into home consumption
